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LEADER OF THE TEAM 


(['HE building industry does not want a feud between architects and 

engineers and one may wonder why the Royal Institute of British Archi- 
tects were prompted recently to embark on an exercise which held from the 
beginning every promise of starting one. 


The Institute wrote to a number of local authorities advocating the 
setting up of a separate architectural department with an architect as the 
chief officer. The idea was to promote good architecture and efficient 
building by local authorities. Not surprisingly this action brought a spirited 
reply from the Institution of Municipal Engineers. 


For their part, the Municipals contend that the proposal generally to 
create independent architectural departments is made not in the interests of 
local authorities but to enhance the status of a particular profession without 
due regard to the facts or the necessities of the case; that more than half 
the building work carried out by local authorities is of an engineering 
character and cannot be designed and carried out by architects alone; that 
undoubtedly the best method is a single department co-ordinating and 
carrying out all building activities, controlled by one chief officer; and that 
local authorities might be invited freely to consider whether the co-ordinating 
officer should be an engineer and surveyor or an architect. 


There is much to be said for both sides. Beauty and harmony in struc- 
tural design are now recognised as being worth paying for. The architect 
is no longer called in late in the day to “titivate’ an otherwise common- 
place building; he is acknowledged as an integral member of the construction 
team from the outset. But in many structures the engineer has an equally 
important part to play. He is the expert on the structural framework, and 
that is what architects are not, for they sub-contracted that responsibility 
years ago. Another point of vital importance, the engineer often knows 
best what is structurally practicable or economic—cost consciousness is not 
usually the strong point of architects, for they sub-contracted that 
responsibility to the quantity surveyors long since. Even when business 
is booming, appearance needs to be reconciled with what is financially 
practicable. 


There are, of course, a number of chief architects who can design 
structures of grace and architectural scholarship that would stand the most 
rigorous cost analysis. But there are engineers who can do the same. The 
choice of leader of the department might therefore best be decided by the 
suitability of the candidates available, and this is what the Institution of 
Municipal Engineers suggest. 


We cannot believe that the recent action of the R.I.B.A. has met with 
the unreserved approval of all members and there may yet be some 
interesting repercussions at 66 Portland Place. 





Public Investment 


M® W. G. MITCHELL, president of the Federation of Civil Engineering 

Contractors, has drawn attention to the need for lifting the stop on 
public investment imposed last summer. He says it is a melancholy truth 
that many of the countries of Europe whose capital assets suffered extremely 
extensive war damage now have far superior road and rail networks than 
our own. But, adds Mr. Mitchell, Britain could rapidly catch up if only 
the opportunity was taken of harnessing a relatively small amount of labour 
to the vast potential of plant and organisation at present lying idle in the 
civil engineering industry. 

Public investment programmes are traditionally considered by the 
Government in the middle of the year, and it is to be hoped indeed that 
the question of removing the ceiling on public investment will be high on 
the agenda next summer.

Notebook... 


OW that Sir Richard Coppock has an- 

nounced his impending retirement- 
the date of which I accurately forecast 
nearly a year ago—the speculation on the 
identity of his successor increases. 

Sir Richard has, I understand, been re- 
nominated for the general secretaryship of 
the N.F.B.T.O., but he will not be stand- 
ing. Another nomination is that in respect 
of Mr. Harry Weaver, the president of the 
Amalgamated Union of Building Trade 
Workers. According to enquiries I have 
been making it was expected that Mr. 
Weaver would be returned unopposed. It 
now appears, however, that Mr. Stan 
Taylor, an executive council member of 
the Amalgamated Society of Woodworkers, 
has also been nominated and it may well 
be that some of the smaller unions in the 
Federation will be nominating candidates. 
Each union in the Federation has a vote 
equal to its affiliation and it may be in- 
teresting to my readers to know that the 
Amalgamated Society of Woodworkers 
accounts for something like one-fifth of the 
total membership of the N.F.B.T.O. The 
Amalgamated Union of Building Trade 
Workers has a slightly smaller membership. 
The question is, with whom are the 
smaller unions who are left, going to 
throw in their lot—the A.S.W. or the 
A.U.B.T.W.? And then, of course, there 
are the labourers. Naturally they will take 
into account the degree to which their in- 
terests are likely to be enhanced by the 
two candidates mentioned. It will be 
interesting to see just what the results of 
this important election will be. The 
nominative list closes in February. We 
shall know the result in March. 


O one will deny that Sir Richard, who 

has been the general secretary since 
1922, will be a difficult man to follow. He 
has succeeded, throughout this monu- 
mental term as administrative head of 
the Federation, in looking beyond the day- 
to-day squabbles and disgruntlements of 
individual unions and in patiently forging 
his way towards better wages, hours and 
working conditions for all building 
workers. The improvement in their status 
which has been brought about over the 
past 40 years is nevertheless only a part 
measure of the success which has attended 
his efforts, for he has held together a 
group of craft and labourers’ unions which 
might easily have been at each other’s 
throats under a less able man. The 
N.F.B.T.O. chose wisely and well when 
they appointed him. They chose the man 
for the job and not the union to which 
he belonged. I wonder whether the 
descendants of those who voted in 1922 
will follow the same course in 1961? As 
I say, time will tell, but I repeat, it is 
the man for the job not his union that 
should be kept in mind by those who will 
be voting. 


UILDING firms on Tyneside are meet- 

ing with competition. Not from other 
firms, as one might imagine, but from part- 
time builders who in the normal course 
of occupation are the personnel of Tyne- 
side fire brigades. But it is not only the 
building firms who are objecting to the 
firemen’s building activities. The building 
unions also object to them but are a 
little uncertain about what can be done 
about it. 

Tynemouth’s fire chief, Mr. W. Andrews, 
takes the somewhat arbitrary line that 
any “off-duties” his men might be doing 
are not impairing brigade efficiency. I 
wonder if this is really so, as some of 
the jobs being done by the firemen are of 
a reasonable size. One group of firemen is 
now so well established in the contracting 
business that they recently carried out a 
£300-plus contract job for a house con- 
version, 


This is a free country, but it does seem 
a bit unfair to building firms and their 
operatives if the firemen can horn in on 
their work when there is not the remotest 
chance of the building firms and operatives 
taking on fire fighting and getting away 
with it. 

If the building unions and the building 
firms are uncertain about the way to go 
about stopping this sort of business, I will 
tell them. The firms could ask some perti- 
nent questions of the chairman of the ap- 
propriate committee of Newcastle Corpora- 
tion enquiring into the identity and bona 
fides of the individuals or agency sub- 
mitting plans for structural works for 
approval. The City’s engineer and sur- 
veyor should insist that such works should 
only be put in hand by recognised firms 
with adequate supervisory personnel. 
Somebody is supplying the firemen with 
materials. The builders’ merchants in the 
city might very well consider supporting 
the genuine building firms in this. But 
while the building unions hold a strong 
key in that they could bring pressure on 
the appropriate corporation committee 
responsible for the fire brigade by calling 
token strikes on all corporation contracts, 
a device that has been mentioned to me, 
I hope that they will have better sense 
than to use it. Instead I think they should 
join forces with the building firms in point- 
ing out to the firemen, and there are various 
effective ways of doing this, that they are 
paid by ratepayers and taxpayers to do a 
specific job. If they are able to combine 
that specific job with another then it is 
reasonable to suppose that the ratepayers 
and taxpayers may be overpaying for the 
services of their fire brigade personnel in 
relation to the calls upon their time and 
energy. 


HE decision of His Grace the Arch- 

bishop of Canterbury to retire in May 
next recalls to my mind the keen and lively 
interest he has always taken in building 
affairs, particularly the work and skills 
of the men on the site. Whenever build- 
ing work was in progress at Lambeth 
Palace Dr. Fisher, I suspect, itched to get 
away from his study to join the men doing 
the repair job or whatever it was. Stand- 
ing there, smoking his pipe, he would chat 
with the men and his conversations with 
them certainly provided, as I can vouch, 
good material for his after dinner speech- 
making, in the art of which he was nothing 
if not a skilled exponent. 

Some of my readers may recall the bitter 
winter of 1947. Scarcely had the snow 
disappeared from the rooftops after some 
weeks of heavy falls than London was 
subiected to another blizzard. 

Members and guests arriving at the Guild- 
hall for the March annual dinner of the 
Royal Institution of Chartered Surveyors 
were advised by the cloakroom attendants 
to continue wearing their overcoats as the 
building, still awaiting restoration after the 
blitz, was bitterly cold. Dr. Fisher, one 
of the principal guests, was one of the few 
who elected to leave their coats in the 
cloakroom and throughout the evening his 
purple robes provided a welcome splash 
of colour amidst the sombre black of the 
rest of the company. 

Dr. Fisher will, I am sure, take with 
him into retirement the best wishes of 
all the many friends he has made in the 
building industry. 


| i isn’t only building contractors who 

find firm-price tendering irksome. The 
builders’ merchants do as well, according 
to the president of their Society, Mr. A. L. 
Prickett. He suggests that members of 
the Society should not accept firm-price 
contracts where long periods of cover are 
required unless they add a_ substantial 
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surcharge to their prices or unless manu- 
facturers are prepared to accept responsi- 
bility. 

I hope they will have the common sense 
to do nothing of the kind. They shoulg 
do as I have suggested the contractors 
should do, quote carefully estimated 
prices which they know they can stand 
by—for up to two years if required to 
do so for that period of time. In turn 
the manufacturers should do the same. 
Anything in the nature of an arbitrary 
“substantial surcharge” and asking the 
manufacturers to carry the can is out from 
the start, Mr. Prickett and his fellow 
merchants should remember that they are 
the middle-men of the building industry, 
and by and large pretty prosperous middle- 
men at that. If they take any risks at 
all, even with firm prices over long periods, 
they are insignificant by comparison with 
those contractors and manufacturers 
necessarily have to take. The builders’ 
merchants have always been on a com. 
paratively easy wicket, and look like being 
so, free from most of the trials and tribu- 
lations which beset the rest of the industry 
at large. There’s no need, as far as I can 
see, for Mr. Prickett to seek to make it 
easier by talk about “substantial  sur- 
charges.” The merchants must learn to 
carry their fair share of the burden; they 
can’t expect to be on the receiving end 


all the time. 
ERE’S another case for the direct 
labour record. Bootle Council in- 


vited 35 firms to submit tenders for the 
erection of two school meals kitchens. 
But they had only one response—and that 
was from their own works department, 
“No one,” says Councillor R. M. Lyons, 
of Bootle Education Committee, “can say 
that we didn’t give private enterprise a 
fair chance.” 

It is believed that the lack of tenders 
from contractors was due to a shortage of 
labour in the Merseyside building industry. 
Looks like we're back at apprenticeship 
again, doesn’t it? 

It’s funny, though, isn’t it? When a 
credit squeeze or capital investment cuts 
are in progress every contractor in the 
land is prepared to fight direct labour and 
all that it stands for to the death. When 
there’s plenty of work about nobody could 
care less about direct labour—even to the 
extent of all 35 firms invited not having 
the common courtesy to put in a price, 
If only they could see it, mow is the time 
to fight direct labour and to stop it grow- 
ing. If it is left until the next time the 
industry slackens off the direct labour 
departments will be so firmly established 
that nothing will shift them. 


} ANY of the larger contractors have 

mechanised their accounting systems 
but there is still a substantial demand for 
the Standard Time and Wages Sheet and 
Pay Packet produced by the British 
Standards Institution. This Sheet and 
Pay Packet are shortly to be revised to 
accommodate the graduated National 
Insurance Contributions which, under the 
National Insurance Act, are due to be 
paid on or after April 6, 1961. Con- 
tractors using the Sheet and Pay Packet 
are therefore advised, when ordering fresh 
supplies, to take into account the fact that 
a revision is imminent. 

I understand that the revisions are quite 
simple ones and amount basically to the 
introduction of a new column for the 
graduated scheme in the Employee's 
Deductions section and in the correspond- 
ing section dealing with the Employer’s 
Contributions. The amendments will, 
however, necessitate a slight increase in 
the size of the Sheet. 

Incidentally, the success of the initial 
launching of the graduated National In- 
surance Scheme depends very much on 
employers diligently inserting the National 
Insurance Numbers of employees on In- 
come Tax Cards as they have already been 
requested to do. I understand, however. 
that there are a considerable number of 
cases where this has not been done and 
it is a point which every contractor should 
check. 
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BUSY YEAR FOR LONDON BUILDERS DESPITE 
BRICK AND LABOUR SHORTAGES 


EMBERS have had a busy year 
1 despite the handicaps of a con- 
tinued brick shortage and difficulty in 
the recruitment of adequate skilled 
labour, states the annual report of the 
Council of the London Master Builders 
Association. As the year closes there 
may be said to be one or two small 
clouds on the economic horizon, and 
it is the sincere hope of the Council 
that the Government will not again 
make use of the building industry in 
an attempt to control the economics 
of the country. 


There has been far too much “turning 
on and off the tap” in recent years to make 
for stability and to permit effective for- 
ward planning in the industry, comments 
the report. 


Annual Report 


The report, of which the following are 
extracts, was adopted at the annual 
general meeting of the Association held 
at the Park Lane Hotel, London, last Tues- 
day. Membership figures at December 31, 
1960, were ordinary members 1,107; asso- 
ciate members 141; honorary members 4: 
information service subscribers 182. 


National Contractors Group 


A further increase in the interest taken 
by senior members of the National Con- 
tractors Group in the work of the prin- 
cipal committees of the Association is evi- 
dence of the way in which the Group has 
become firmly established as a vital part 
of the organisation. The advice and in- 
fluence of the larger firms, together with 
the interest which they are taking in the 
Association’s activities, is contributing 
materially to the standing of the Asso- 
ciation. Having thus established its posi- 
tion over the past three years, the Group 
may now feel able to devote a greater 
portion of its time and resources to 
detailed consideration of various aspects 
of policy which are of particular concern 
to the larger firms, and to issue recom- 
mendations calculated to benefit not only 
its own membership but the whole of the 
industry. 


Maintenance Builders Committee 


This committee continues to represent 
the large number of members who 
specialise in the smaller types of con- 
version, maintenance and repair work. 
The areas have been invited to consider 
whether the committee is _ sufficiently 
representative or whether its composition 
should be changed in any way, and this 
subject is still under discussion. 


Matters considered by the committee 
during the year have included the status 
of the builder, the Coal Utilisation Coun- 
cil courses, the relative responsibilities of 
builders and suppliers for consequential 
damage arising from the supply of defec- 
tive materials, shortages of variqus 
materials and also of labour, and the state 
of trade generally. 


House-Builders Committee 


In common with almost all regions of 
the country the House-Builders Committee 
has been devoting a great part of its time 
to the problem of availability of land for 
house building. Particular attention has 
been paid to proposed amendments to 
development plans, and to release of white 
land. Where it has been thought that the 
allocation of land for house building in 
development plans has been insufficient, 
investigations and representations have 
been made. 

Through the House-Builders Committee 
the L.M.B.A. lodged an objection to the 
proposed Croydon Airport Development 
Plan and received assistance from the 


National Federation’s Defence Fund in 
this case. The Association presented its 
case before the public inquiry held on the 
instructions of the Minister. 


Plasterers Association 


During the year the London Master 
Plasterers Association has turned its atten- 
tion particularly to the exploration of 
mechanisation in plastering. A number of 
demonstrations of machinery have been 
held and it is proposed, after members 
have reported the results of their own 
trials, that further demonstrations should 
keep members abreast of the latest 
developments in this field. 


In a year of considerable activity the 
Plasterers Association has also turned its 
thoughts towards the particular problem 
of the replacement of craftsmen, and the 
apparently inadequate entry of apprentices 
into the plastering trade. Labour condi- 
tions have also been to the fore and con- 
cern has been expressed on many sides at 
the falling away of the craft force available 
in the trade. As an additional stimulant 
towards apprenticeship training, prizes 
for practical plastering have again been 
offered to students at technical colleges 
in the London region. 


Accident Prevention 


The setting up of the Association's 
Safety Advisory Service in conjunction 
with Ro.S.P.A. is perhaps the highlight 
of a very full year’s work accomplished 
by the Accident Prevention Committee. 
This service, which will start early in the 
new year, is to be offered free to members 
of the Association. They will be able to 
obtain the best possible advice and infor- 
mation on safety matters through the 
safety advisory officer, who will be speci- 
fically concerned with the building aspects 
of safety. 


Labour Relations 


Thirty-two cases have been heard during 
the year by Regional Conciliation Panels 
and Disputes Commissions. 

Thirteen claims were the subject of 
conciliation panels. Once again the 
majority were concerned with termination 
of engagement and some cases might well 
have been avoided if the Association's 
advice had been sought at an early stage. 

L.M.B.A, representatives on conciliation 
panels and disputes commissions were 
frequently handicapped by the poverty of 
the presentation of the employer’s case, 
and additionally were more seriously 
handicapped by a difficulty which arose 
from an apparent discrepancy between the 
facts as laid before the committee, and 
those presented by employer witnesses in 
evidence. The Council feels it most im- 
portant to emphasise firstly, the need to 
consult with the Association on all labour 
matters where a dispute is likely to arise, 
and secondly, to ensure that members are 
represented by competent and responsible 
witnesses with full knowledge of the case 
in which they are representing their firms. 


The remaining cases included claims for 
loss of tools and arrears of bonus. Of 
particular interest was a claim for extra 
payment for carpenters engaged in laying 
thermo-plastic tiles, a claim which was 
unanimously rejected by the general pur- 
poses committee of the National Joint 
Council. 


There has been an increase in the 
number of disputes commissions held 
during the past year; a disturbing aspect 
of these has been the readiness with which 
men have stopped work unofficially, with- 
out waiting for their grievance to be 
settled by the machinery set up for that 
purpose. The great majority of the cases 
concerned the discharge of card or 
federation stewards. 


Apprenticeship 


During the first quarter of 1960 the 
Association indentured a higher number 
of new apprentices than in the correspond- 
ing period of any year since 1948. There 
has also been an encouraging increase in 
the number of members training boys. 


The Association, in common with other 
regions, has felt that while the National 
Apprenticeship scheme is undoubtedly one 
of the finest methods of training craft 
apprentices in any industry today, it has 
a number of minor difficulties which, by 
co-operation and discussion, should be 
capable of being smoothed away. To this 
end the Association has given a great deal 
of consideration to looking at a new angle 
on apprenticeship. The views of the 
Association have been submitted to the 
National Federation, and are being dis- 
cussed with the London Region of the 
N.F.B.T.O. 


A drop in the cancellation figures from 
17} per cent. to 114 per cent. continues 
to bear out the increasing discernment of 
employers in the selection of the right 
type of boy for craft training. 


While the improvement in recruitment 
in the first few months of the year was 
most marked, this high increase was not 
maintained in the following months, but 
nevertheless, the final annual figure of 
1,107 shows an increase of 34 per cent. 
over 1959. The support given to the 
apprenticeship committee from the areas, 
the National Contractors Group, and the 
allied trade associations has been most 
valuable. 


Improvement in the intake of brick- 
layers and painters has been maintained 
and thus there has been a better balance 
between the crafts. 


The existence of facilities for sponsored 
transfers in those cases where, through 
shortage of work, an employer may find 
difficulty in retaining indentured appren- 
tices, has undoubtedly eased the minds of 
some firms who have been reluctant in the 
past to commit themselves to a five-year 
contract. Similarly, many established 
Apprentice Masters have been encouraged 
to plan their apprentice intake on maxi- 
mum or average labour force figures rather 
than minimum figures. A number of em- 
ployers has taken advantage of these 
facilities, but nevertheless the number of 
“sponsored” places still exceeds ac- 
ceptances by about 300 per annum. 


Contracts and the Law 


The Association has continued to 
encourage the use of Standard Forms of 
Contract without alteration. An increas- 
ing number of reports of attempts to vary 
the Standard Conditions have been the 
subject of negotiations with professional 
advisors with an appreciable degree of 
success. In particular, efforts are now 
being made in conjunction with the 
London Master Plasterers Association to 
get the Standard Form of Sub-Contract 
(non-nominated) adopted generally for 
plastering work. 


It is a matter of regret that the good 
example set by the Ministry of Works in 
the matter of preparation of documents 
and drawings when tenders are being 
invited on a firm-price basis is not being 
followed by others who are seeking tenders 
on this footing. 


During the year considerable activity 
has taken place in the field of direct 
labour. A regional committee has been 
formed and has held four meetings. Meet- 
ings have been held with the L.C.C. and 
the Kent C.C. The committee has invited 
areas to appoint members to help in its 
work, and in the battle to contain and 
reduce the direct labour activities of local 
authorities. 
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VERY HIGH LEVEL OF BUILDING ACTIVITY 
IN SOUTH WALES 


Changing Views on Labour-only Sub-contracting 


N his report presented at last week’s 

annual general meeting of the South 
Wales and Mon. Federation of Building 
Trades Employers, Mr. C. D. L. ARGENT, 
president, said as far as building work 
was concerned, demand during 1960 
had been at a very high level and parts 
of the region had been overloaded. 
There was no reason to suppose that 
business would be any less active over 
most of the coming year. 

The very fact that bricks were fully 
booked for nine months or so suggested 
that much forward business had reached 
the stage at which it could hardly be with- 
drawn from the pipeline. The short-term 
outlook was assured but the recent set- 
back in certain export industries prompted 
a more cautious estimate for the more 
distant future. At the same time it was 
fair to assume that further curtailment of 
credit would be directed at the producers 
of consumer goods and that industries 
concerned with capital goods such as 
buildings would not be subject to direct 
curbs. 


Private Investment Work 


Referring to private investment work, 
the President stated: “The region has a 
very heavy programme in progress for the 
iron and steel industry, and it is under- 
stood that the substantial projects for the 
motor industry at Cardiff and Llanelly are 
in the preparatory stages and that they 
will go forward. Manufacturers in other 
lines are reported to have plans for exten- 
sions and new factories, but to the extent 
that they serve only the home market there 
may be a tendency to defer action if 
economic conditions show any recession. 
The building of offices, shops, warehouses, 
etc., has provided a good deal of activity 
and it is thought that new office building 
may be at a peak, but otherwise it is 
probable that commercial requirements 
will continue at a level in line with that 
of the year under notice.” 


Housing Outlook 


Dealing with housing he said: “House- 
building for local authorities seems certain 
to be more active over the coming year 
when there will probably be some desire 
to speed up the rate of construction which 
has been adversely affected during the 
current year by shortages of bricks and 
man-power, plus appalling weather. 


“So far as the longer term is concerned 
housing authorities are disinclined to in- 
crease rents in the face of the agitation 
aroused when decisions are made to do 
so, and programmes will be restricted by 
the fact that new unsubsidised building 
makes a heavy call on local finance. In 
that context some authorities are experi- 
menting by erecting houses for letting at 
economic rents and it will be of consider- 
able interest to see how such projects work 
out. Otherwise the tendency will be to 
concentrate on the redevelopment of slum 
areas, which are likely to take the form of 
flats in high blocks. 

“Private housing continues to make pro- 
gress, in that the number of such houses 
completed during the vear ended Septem- 
ber 30, 1960, was 4,276, as against 3,540 
in the previous 12 months. While the 
total for the region is still behind that 
for council houses it may be of interest 
to record that in the case of Glamorgan- 
shire private housing has taken the lead— 
completions were 3,158 against 2,228 
council houses. At 4.516, private houses 
under construction at September 30, 1960, 
compared with 3,004 at September 30, 
1959, and it would seem that activity wil] 


be maintained for a while. A noteworthy 
feature of the figures reviewed is that the 
period of construction in the case of 
private houses was appreciably less than 
that for council houses. 


“In the field of private housing, at any 
rate in the larger centres, the problem is 
that land held by housebuilders is being 
rapidly exhausted and that it has been 
impossible to obtain further land to allow 
of planning for a continuity of estate 
development. This situation has been 
brought about by the fact that the Town 
and Country Planning Act has operated in 
such a way that land allocated for housing 
is not enough to meet the demand, It has 
prohibited development in fringe areas of 
centres where services are available and 
caused owners of land allocated for houses 
to hold off the market pending the pro- 
vision of sewerage and other services, pre- 
sumably on the possibility of still higher 
prices. In those circumstances members 
have had to take the line of approaching 
land owners, including local authorities, 
with proposals that they undertake the 
provision of site services and allocate por- 
tions of the site to builders for the erection 
and sale of houses on a leasehold basis, 


Repair and Maintenance Work 


“Of recent years, work in this field has 
been stimulated by improvement grants 
and to a lesser extent by the easing of rent 
restrictions, and the demand during 1960 
has been strong. If anything, it is to be 
expected that it will further expand in 
the ensuing year, having regard to the 
increasing use of grants for improvement 
and conversion of houses, 


“Some of our districts have had occasion 
to make representations to local authorities 
about rigid insistence on formalities in 
dealing with applications for grants and 
the introduction of advice to applicants 
about contract conditions; on the other 
hand it has also been necessary to put to 
some authorites the need for warning 
recipients of discretionary grants that the 
work should be placed in accordance with 
the approved estimate and not given to 
spare-time jobbers.” 


Spare-time Jobbing 


Speaking of labour relations, Mr. Argent 
said: “The extent to which operatives 
undertake work during evenings and at 
week-ends was a matter that again caused 
concern, and further consideration was 
given to ways of checking it. In so far 
as the spare-time workers were employees 
of public authorities or nationalised bodies, 
local associations made representations to 
the employers concerned, who usually took 
steps to stop the practice or gave strong 
warnings against it. In so far as the 
practice was attributable to employees of 
builders it had to be recognised that the 
shortage of operatives limited the scope 
for firm action, but discouragement was 
exercised. 


“Other action during the year under 
review consisted in putting the issue before 
the regional joint council, which confirmed 
that the trade unions were also concerned 
to halt the disregard of the regional sup- 
plementary rule prohibiting jobbing by 
operatives. The joint council sought the 
co-operation of the Building Industry 
Distributors in the matter of the supply 
of building materials to other than bona- 
fide builders, and recommended meetings 
of local joint committees to examine the 
position locally and to take certain lines 
of action, including representations to local 


authorities where it appeared that 
recipients of improvement grants were 
giving work to spare-time jobbers. On the 
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question of making known to the public 
the risks of employing spare-time jobbers 
without insurance against employers and 
third party liabilities, the National Federa- 
tion is preparing leaflets that will assist 
to that end, 

“In discussion of the difficulty at the 
regional council it was accepted that one 
of the major incentives to spare-time work 
was that payments were not made subject 
to income tax, and local steps to remove 
that incentive were probably one of the 
most effective deterrents. 


Labour-only Sub-contracting 


“The growth of labour-only — sub- 
contracting was considered by the regional 
joint council on the grounds that it was 
prejudicial to apprenticeship and to the 
status of the industry. From the point 
of view of employer members a view that 
emerged was that the practice appeared to 
be developing into a form of direct labour 
employed by the public, particularly in rela- 
tion to the building of individual houses 
and bungalows. In addition it was sug- 
gested that labour-only sub-contracting 
was attracting more and more skilled 
operatives and thereby contributing sub- 
stantially to the acute shortage of man- 
power for contract work. At present 
Federation policy is not against bona-fide 
labour-only sub-contractors who stamp 
National Insurance and Holiday-with-Pay 
Cards, in default of which claims would 
fall on the main contractor. The matter 
was referred to the regional federation 
council which decided to inquire of the 
national wages and conditions committee 
whether any change of policy was desirable 
in the light of the new development, and 
if so whether means could be devised of 
preventing the growth of service to would- 
be house-owners direct. The issue is 
closely connected with the problem of 
reaching a general system of bonusing 
strictly related to results.” 


TOWARDS BUILDING CODE 
OF ETHICS 


“Today there is no excuse why any 
building firm should not progressively 
increase its efficiency,” stated Mr. D. E. 
Woodbine Parish, national president, at the 
annual general meeting of the South- 
western Federation of Building Trades 
Employers in Bristol last week. 

“For some years now the Building 
Advisory Service has been available to 
advis2 and guide building employers on 
all management and organisational prob- 
lems, both on the sites and in their offices,” 
he said. “The recent decision of the 
N.F.B.T.E. to take a first step towards 
establishing its own Technical Information 
Service by inaugurating a free Technical 
Inquiry Bureau ensures that every firm 
has the opportunity to overcome the 
technical and scientific problems frequently 
encountered in building practice, 


Complementary 


“The Advisory Service and the Inquiry 
Bureau are complementary to each other 
and I urge firms, in their own and their 
clients’ interests, to use both. This is 
important to our industry for I believe 
that by providing these two services the 
National Federation is paving the way 
towards a much bigger concept—the 
concept of a code of ethics and a 
recognised standard of efficiency in the 
conduct of building. 

“It will take time for such a concept 
to be accepted, but it is what we must 
all aim at if we are to live up to our role 
as a National Federation of employers in 
an industry so vital to the well-being of 
the national economy.”

U.S. HIGHWAY RESEARCH BOARD 


ANNUAL MEETING 


At the 40th annual meeting of the Highway Research Board, held in Washington, 
D.C., recently some 200 research Papers and reports were presented and discussed 
at 48 separate sessions. The departments and committees of the Board held 92 
business meetings during the week. Synopses of some of the Papers presented are 


BRIDGE VIBRATIONS AS 
INFLUENCED BY ELASTOMERIC 
BEARINGS 


William Zuk, highway research engineer, 
Virginia Council of Highway Investigation 
and Research 


Inasmuch as many highway bridges are 
now being built with elastomeric bearings, 
it was considered desirable to study the 
vibration effects of such bridges. <A 
theoretical analysis is presented, followed 
by several example calculations of short 
and medium span bridges. 

General relationships are presented to 
determine the frequency of vibration of 
simple span bridges in the fundamental 
mode and the ratio of bridge beam deflec- 
tions to the flexible bearing deflection 
under vibration subject to vehicular loads. 

Contrasting the behaviour of bridges 
with elastomeric bearings and with con- 
ventional rigid bearings, the following 
general conclusions are found: (a) The 
dynamic bridge deflections are increased; 
(b) the frequency of vibration is reduced; 
(c) the elastomeric bearings add damping 
to the system; and (d) the dynamic stresses 
in the bridge are significantly reduced. 

The fact that the impact stresses are 
reduced is quite revealing, as elastomeric 
bearings may lead to further structural 
economy, whereby less tolerance need be 
allowed for impact. 


DRAINAGE STUDIES FROM 
AERIAL SURVEYS 


Irwin Sternberg, Arizona State Highway 
Department 


Aerial vertical photographs examined 
stereoscopically provide a useful three- 
dimensional medium whereby drainage 
areas can be successfully determined with 
sufficient accuracy for the design of cul- 
verts for highway drainage. 

Use of large-scale photographs for 
determining the placement of these culverts 
and other items concerned with the col- 
lection and dispersion of surface water 
during run-off periods is also discussed. 

Methods, corrections to be applied, and 
techniques which have been successfully 
emvloved, all of which are within the 
cavabilities of the average field engineer 
with limited photogrammetric training and 
equipment are described. Examples are 
given to show the degree of accuracy 
which can be expected. 


STRENGTH AND VOLUME 
CHANGE CHARACTERISTICS OF 
BITUMINOUS MIXTURES 


J. H. Schaub, head, department of civil 

engineering, West Virginia University; and 

W. H. Goetz, professor of highway engin- 

eering and research engineer, Purdue 
University 


Present methods of study of bituminous 
mixtures utilising the “open” system or 
constant lateral pressure triaxial test do 
not consider the effect of test drainage 
conditions on the magnitude of observed 
strength values. In addition, the usual 
consideration of air voids is based on a 
computation of voids existing prior to test- 
ing. If the svecimen changes volume 
during a_ strength test, the observed 
streneth values corresnond to a different 
condition of voids than that established 
prior to testing. 

This paper reports a study performed on 


given below. 


bituminous mixtures compacted at dif- 
ferent asphalt contents by use of the 
kneading compactor. The study measured 
the effect of various test drainage condi- 
tions on the observed strength values 
obtained by the “open” system triaxial 
test. Volume changes during testing were 
observed and relationships between void 
content and strength at various strength 
criteria were established. 

Differences in drainage conditions exist- 
ing during the performance of triaxial com- 
pression tests on dense-graded bituminous 
mixtures do not appear materially to 
affect strength values. This conclusion 
appears justified for time intervals between 
static load increment applications of one 
hour or less. 

Indirect evidence indicates that a nega- 
tive pore pressure develops in the gaseous 
phase of a mixture subjected to triaxial 
compression. The indicated negative pore 
pressure did not affect the strength results 
to any appreciable extent, so it was con- 
cluded that the effect of this pressure was 
so small as to be masked by the high 
strength values of the mixtures tested. 

All test results clearly demonstrate that 
the bituminous mixture specimens tested 
changed volume during the progress of a 
test. The observed volume changes con- 
sisted of a slight reduction in volume fol- 
lowed by an expansion to failure. 

There appears to be a unique relation- 
shiv between per cent. voids and/or void 
ratio and the deviator stress at 2 ver cent. 
axial strain and at the provortional limit. 
The established relationshio apparently 
depends on the initial conditions of voids 
to which the specimen is compacted. 


CO-ORDINATION OF CONCRETE 
PAVING OPERATIONS BY A 
TRIAL AREA 


Peter Smith, senior materials engineer, 
Ontario Department of Highways 


This Paper is about the start of laying 
concrete pavement on a new contract. It 
introduces the idea of regarding the start 
as a trial during which the contractor’s 
organisation, crew and equipment have to 
be brought into working co-ordination 
with the design concrete mix so as to 
achieve the svecified concrete and riding 
quality for the pavement. A _ svstematic 
method is described which should ensure 
that the paving operation as a whole 
reaches its final and most satisfactory form 
as quickly as possible. A specification for 
this (as used with great success in 
Ontario) is given, which calls for a trial 
area of pavement 1,000ft. long to be laid 
ahead of the main paving. During the lay- 
ing of this trial area, any necessary changes 
in the organisation, the training of men, 
the adjustment of equipment, or alterations 
of the mix, are made. 

Accelerated tests are being develoved 
which could establish the avality and com- 
paction of the concrete within a few hours 
and the riding auality of the pavement is 
measured. If all is well. the contractor is 
allowed to proceed and the trial area 
becomes part of the pavement. If not, 
the contractor is held until the corrections, 
which in the ovinion of the Highway 
Denartment’s engineers are needed, are 
made: and anv slabs in the trial area not 
meeting the svecification are removed and 
renlaced at the contractor’s exnense. The 


background, contractural and _ practical 
advantages, together with the results 
achieved by such a_ specification, are 
discussed. 


CONSTRUCTION PROCEDURES 
OF SLIP-FORM PAVEMENT 


George N. Miles, district engineer, 
Colorado Department of Highways 


For purposes of discussion it is neces- 
sary to define the paver as the simple, basic 
slip-form unit first introduced to the con- 
struction industry in the early 1950's. 
Modifications have taken place since that 
time, but the machine is essentially the 
same. It travels over a deposit of fresh 
pre-mixed concrete, vibrating, tamping 
and forcing it through an orifice which 
gives dimension, shape and density to the 
concrete. Critical to these operations and 
the best functioning of the paver are: 

1. The subgrade to be paved must be 
an accurate presentation of the plane of 
the finished concrete pavement. 

2. The concrete itself must be of proper 
and uniform consistency and may be a 
specially designed mixture for best results 
with the slip-form machine. 

3. Best over-all results will accrue to an 
operation so synchronised that the paver 
is fed at a constant rate and starting and 
stopping are reduced to a minimum. 
These phases of the paving operation are 
a joint engineer-contractor responsibility, 
best handled by team operation dedicated 
to both volume and quality. 

The paver presents one of the greatest 
strides in the production of concrete 
paving for many years, and shows such a 
potential toward volume production at 
minimum cost as to bring about greater 
use of Portland cement concrete paving, 
heretofore considered too costly by many 
highway construction agencies. 


SPECIFICATIONS AND 
CONSTRUCTION CONTROLS TO 
OBTAIN SMOOTH-RIDING 
BRIDGE DECKS 


J. W. McKnight, regional paving engineer, 
Portland Cement —— New York 
ity 


Construction procedures and specifica- 
tion controls that will produce smooth- 
riding bridge decks are presented. 

It is pointed out that the basic prin- 
ciples that produce smooth-riding concrete 
surfaces are the same for pavements 
placed on grade and on bridge decks. The 
need for uniform subgrades is analogous 
to the need for determining cambers that 
reflect careful estimates of dead loads 
during placing and finishing of bridge 
decks. 

To make »ridge decks ride as smoothly 
as adiacent pavements the screed guides 
or rails that support paving equipment on 
bridge decks must be set with the same 
care and precision emploved in setting 
side forms for concrete placed on grade. 


The criteria for proper placing and 
finishing of concrete placed on grade 
should be followed in placing and finish- 
ing bridge decks. The only important dif- 
ference in the two procedures is that the 
limited work space on bridge decks makes 
careful planning indispensable. 

To ensure adequate planning and the 
other procedures essential to smooth- 
riding bridge decks the snecification for 
bridge decks should prescribe in detail 
regarding: 

]. Pre-construction conferences between 
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engineers, inspectors, and _ contractor 
personnel. 

2. Placing and finishing equipment. 

3. Type of screed guides or rails to be 
used and the procedure to be followed in 
establishing grades for the guides or rails. 

4. Properties of the concrete mix. 

5. Minimum acceptable methods for 
placing, consolidating and finishing the 
bridge deck. concrete. 

6. Acceptable procedures for curing the 


concrete. 


PAVEMENT OVERLAYS USING 
ISOPOLYESTER RESIN AND 
ASHPALT LAMINATES 


R. J. Schmidt, D. F. Percival and T.C. Hein, 
California Research Corporation, 
Richmond 


There are a number of situations where 
exceptionally durable or special quality 
coatings are required over asphalt con- 
crete or Portland cement concrete pave- 
ments. Low wear, high skid resistance, 
solvent resistance, and special “rumble” 
textures are some of the surface qualities 
that can only be attained by special 
methods. New isopolyester resin-asphalt 
laminated overlays meet these unusual re- 
quirements. Laboratory and_ full-scale 
field tests using these coatings are 
described. Also discussed are the equip- 
ment and methods used for their con- 
struction. Favourable early experience 
with these coatings indicates that their use 
may become widespread. 


EFFECT OF MIXING TIME 
AND OVERLOAD ON CONCRETE 
PRODUCED BY STATIONARY 
MIXERS 


J. F. Barbee, rigid pavement and concrete 
engineer, Ohio Department of Highways 


This Paper covers tests made in con- 
junction with the Bureau of Public Roads 
on two concrete paving projects to deter- 
mine the minimum time required by 
stationary mixers, used to mix concrete 
for agitating or non-agitating delivery, to 
prepare well-mixed and uniform concrete, 
and to determine the amount of overload 
that can be permitted. 

Two mixers were used in the tests, one 
a 2108S, the other a 254S. Mixing times 
were 150, 120, 90, 75 and 60 seconds, 
with no overload and with a 10 per cent. 
overload. 

Tests were made to determine compres- 
sive and flexural strength, consistency, air 
content, unit weight and _ percentage 
mortar in the mix (using washout). 

Based on the results obtained, the Ohio 
Department of Highways has changed its 
specifications for central mix concrete to 
14 minutes mixing time with an allowable 
10 per cent. overload. 


CAMBRIDGE FACTORY 


\ ORK is now well advanced on another 
building at the Cambridge Instru- 
ment Company’s factory 
Road, Cambridge. 
_ The new building, which will be similar 
in appearance and joined at one end to 
the company’s new research laboratories, 
will consist primarily of two floors 
supported at first floor level by a series 
of reinforced concrete pillars. The top 
floor will house testing, assembly and 
wiring departments, and the first floor will 
be devoted to enlarged production space 
for the company’s Microscan x-ray analyser 
and to works offices. The area beneath 
the first floor will be almost wholly taken 
up by parking space and a loading bay 
with gantry and platform. 

An important feature is a double- 
decker bridge that will connect the building 
to existing production departments and 
provide additional space for a calibration 
room and cloakrooms, 
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CORRECTIVE MEASURES 
EMPLOYING EPOXY RESINS 
ON CONCRETE BRIDGE DECKS 


Harold W. Goldberger, engineer of main- 
tenance, Garden State Parkway, New 
Jersey 


This Paper describes the application of 
an epoxy polysulphide sealer to the con- 
crete bridge decks of the Bass and Mullica 
River bridges on the Garden State Park- 
way operated by the New Jersey Highway 
Authority. The Garden State Parkway 
extends 173 miles south from the New 
York State line to Cape May, New Jersey. 
There are 240 bridges on the Parkway, 
varying in length from 50ft. to approxi- 
mately 6,200ft. Most of the bridges have 
been in use since 1954. The average num- 
ber of toll transactions on the Parkway 
during the peak summer months in 1960 
was 320,000. 

The main problem on these bridges is 
deterioration of the concrete decks and 
kerbs from the action of salt pentrating 
cracks and causing scaled and_ spalled 
areas to develop. Corrective measures to 
date, such as crack sealing and _ filling 
spalled areas with asphaltic compounds, 
have been unsuccessful. Past experience 
with epoxy compounds led to seeking im- 
proved compounds and methods of appli- 
cation to repair and seal the bridge decks 
from further crack penetration and 
deterioration in one complete operation. 
The patching and sealing material used 
in the operation was a proven formulated 
epoxy polysulphide compound sold in bulk 
by the raw material suppliers. Prior to 
the application of the sealer, 12,000 sq. yd. 
of the concrete bridge decks of the Bass 
and Mullica River bridges were sand- 
blasted to remove foreign materials. 
Svalled areas were patched and cracks 
filled with an epoxy polysulphide com- 
pound using stone sand as the aggregate. 
Use of bulk materials in experimentation 
with various application methods gave a 
fully automated operation using a trowel- 
ling compound mixer and a_e two- 
component epoxy spray unit plus acces- 
sories. Application of the non-skid 
emery aggregate to the freshly applied 
sealer was accomplished using a _ sand- 
blaster and an open-end hose. The general 
result of this automated operation was a 
skid resistant road surface. The concrete 
decks were sealed from the damaging 
effects of salt and the life of these bridges 
was extended by this preventive mainten- 
ance programme. 

Other benefits include low cost of appli- 
cation through the training of Parkway 
maintenance personnel and purchase of 
material in bulk from the raw material 
suppliers. 

The general consultants for the New 
Jersey Highway Authoritv have recom- 
mended that all bridge decks on the Park- 
way be sealed within the next five years 
as a preventive maintenance measure. 


EXPANSION CONTINUES 


The building, which is expected to be 
ready for occupation in July, adds 16,000 
sq. ft. of floor space to the 20,000 sq ft. 
provided by the research laboratories, 
which were opened by Lord Adrian in 
October, 1959. It is being erected by J. 
Jarvis and Co., Ltd., to the design of the 
architects, Edward D. Mills and Partners. 


LUTON AIRPORT DEVELOPMENT 


Luton Corporation is to proceed with 
Phase 1 of the airport development pro- 
gramme including the construction of 
means of access to hangar sites, clearways 
and soil and surface water sewers. 

Sir Robert McAlpine and Sons, Ltd.. 
propose to erect a new hangar on a leased 
site and the Corporation are to negotiate 
with the firm for the construction at an 
agreed price of the means of access and 
clearways needed in connection with the 
erection of the hangar, 
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Based on the performance of the materials 
used and the experience gained by the 
maintenance personnel, it is intended to 
use materials similar or equal to those 
used on the Mullica and Bass River bridges 
to accomplish this programme. 


INFLUENCE OF FOOT SIZE ON 
SOIL COMPACTION EFFICIENCY 


John Guy Jackson, Jr., U.S. Army Engin- 
eer, Waterways Experiment Station, Vicks- 
burg, Miss. 


Observations based on extensive per- 
formance testing of field compaction equip- 
ment in both Great Britain and the United 
States indicated that, for tamping rollers, 
there probably are optimum values of foot 
area and pressure that will give maximum 
soil compaction. The efficiency of this 
type of equipment is measured in terms 
of its ability to obtain a desired degree 
of compaction or density in the least 
number of passes. 

This investigation was undertaken to 
determine the influence of foot size on 
the efficiency of soil compaction. To do 
this, laboratory dynamic compaction tests 
were performed with compaction hammer 
feet of 2-, 3-, 4-, and 5in. diameters. The 
soil used was a red-brown, micaceous, fine, 
sandy clayey silt of medium compres- 
sibility. 

For each foot size a series of compac- 
tions was performed at varied water con- 
tents by an amount of work that was held 
constant. A large (4 cu. ft.) compaction 
mould was designed to minimise confin- 
ing effects of the mould and their effect 
on the results obtained with the larger 
diameter feet. A compaction hammer 
weighing 10lb. and having a free fall of 
18in. was constructed; the base of the 
hammer consists of a threaded socket into 
which the various compaction feet were 
attached. The data collected were used to 
compare the compacted densities produced 
by the various size feet. 

This investigation led to the following 
conclusions: The density obtained from 
dynamic compaction is dependent on the 
area or diameter of the compacting foot. 
For a given soil, moisture content, and 
method of dynamic compaction, there is 
a particular foot diameter which will pro- 
duce the most efficient compaction. The 
effect of the size of the compaction foot 
on dry density is largest when the moisture 
content is near the optimum. At high 
values of moisture content which approach 
a saturated condition, the size of the com- 
pacting foot has no effect on density. The 
optimum moisture content produced by 
dynamic compaction at like amounts of 
work is independent of the area of the 
compacting foot. The optimum foot 
diameter decreases as the compactive 
effort increases. The most efficient com- 
paction operation would be one in which 
the foot diameter was reduced at succes- 
sive stages of the compaction process. 


LAND PURCHASE DELAYS M.1 


Land acquisition problems are delaying 
progress on the next section of the London- 
Yorkshire Motorway. Derbyshire County 
Council, who have joined with Leicester- 
shire County Council in urging the Minister 
to start work on the stretch as soon as 
possible, were told last week by Alderman 
N. Gratton, chairman of the bridges and 
highways committee, that the extension of 
the M.1 through Derbyshire to link with 
the Doncaster By-pass would be started as 
soon as local land was acquired. According 
to the Ministry, it was not possible to say 
when, during the next five or six years, 
the scheme would start, but it was being 
prepared as speedily as possible. 

Previous indications have been that the 
new section would be constructed within 
the next five to 10 years. Derbyshire 
County Council have already conducted 
a survey and have drawn up a list of roads 
in the county which will need improve- 
ment when they start to be used as 
“feeder” roads for the motorway.

A* account of town planning achieved 
under the leadership of an engineer 
in the service of a municipality—at 
Wakefield and Bradford—-was discussed 
last week in a Paper presented at the 
Institution of Civil Engineers. 

Mr. Stanley Wardley (since 1946, city 
engineer and surveyor, Bradford) men- 
tioned in his Paper, “A Civil Engineer and 
Town Planning”, the plan for the centre 
of the city of Wakefield and described the 
replacing of the Bradford city centre. 

He considered that town and city 
centres presented the modern planner with 
his greatest challenge. “A man who 
tackles this problem must react to the 
thrill and vitality of life in the great cities, 
and be in sympathy with the civic urges 
of its inhabitants, Reasonable and sensible 
discipline is, of course, vital. Negative 
palliatives which have been served up over 
the past 30 years are no substitute for the 
physical expansion which is required, if 
centres of towns are to continue to be 
the hub about which their social and 
industrial life revolves.” 

In June, 1943, Mr. Wardley produced 
a plan and report for the centre of Wake- 
field. Since then, great strides have been 
made in the city’s central development 
along the lines of the plan. When he was 
appointed city engineer and surveyor to 
Bradford, 1946, he was commissioned to 
prepare a scheme for replanning the 
central area of that city. 

The problems he set out to solve for 
Bradford were: the relief of traffic con- 
gestion; the provision of an adequate 
system of roads through and around the 
centre, and sufficient off-street car parks; 
the creation of a shopping precinct free 
from unnecessary through and_ public- 
service vehicle traftic, and the expansion of 
the shopping area; the provision of modern 
office accommodation, new civic buildings, 
a bus station, and area for a new theatre 
and other buildings of entertainment; and 
the allocation of space for the extension 
of the city’s higher and technical educa- 
tional establishments. 


Capital Investment 


Mr. Wardley said that apart from the 
virtues of its street pattern and esthetic 
qualities, the test of a town planning 
scheme was whether trading interests 
could be persuaded to invest capital to 
implement it. He continued: 


The problem facing Bradford City 
Council was to persuade a_ substantial 
national trader to start the ball rolling 


by building premises in what at the time 
had all the appearances of being a shop- 
ping wilderness. It could be demon- 
strated that the site suggested had all the 
physical advantages of a level site and 
could be of depth and frontage ideal for 
their modern needs; that it was the natural 


part of the city where the inhabitants 
must come, even to reach the existing 
shops; in fact, statistics showed that 


127,000 passengers came into the area by 
public transport every day. The existing 
railway termini and the bus station pro- 
posed in the city plan were on the fringe 
and served the area. The new-road pro- 
posal circumscribed it on three sides and 
the fourth side was the existing shopping 
area, 

_ In spite of these facts, such concerns 
insisted that they must adjoin the existing 
multiple traders and be in the area where 


the shopping public were observed to 
concentrate, 
However, without the assistance of 


agents, and with the help of one important 
firm, the author brought together a num- 
ber of other firms who had shown a desire 
to trade in the city. As a group they 
were prepared to participate jointly in a 
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building scheme as part of the planned 
shopping centre. 

This first effort unfortunately fell 
through owing to Government restrictions 
in capital expenditure and a combination 
of influences against which a development 
proposal of this kind has inevitably to 
contend. However, it had the effect of 
bringing to light the potentialities of 
greatly extended retail shopping in Brad- 
ford. People outside the city began to 
believe in the plans for the city centre. 
The author is convinced that the City 
Council itself would have raised the capital 
to build part of the new shop and office 
development but for the Government 
restrictions On capital at that time. Never- 
theless, developers and development cor- 
porations had begun to show interest in 
the city’s proposals. 

Another venture covering an area of 24 
acres, twice the size of the scheme de- 
scribed above, reached the stage of signing 
a building agreement to lease the land 
from the Corporation, but this came to 
grief at the last fence. Within a few weeks, 
however, after continued effort two 
development companies entered into agree- 
ments with the Corporation for two sites 
and redevelopment or renewal of the city 
centre Once again seemed to be a possi- 
bility. These private developers have 
signed agreements to lease land for sub- 
stantial portions of the planned new shop- 
ping and office development and are 
engaged in building projects amounting to 
between £5 and £6 million. 

A building of ground and six upper 
floors covering a site of 2,500 sq. yd. is 
almost complete, with most of its shops 
and almost all of its 75,000 sq. ft. of 
office accommodation tenanted. It is a 
building of elegance and striking propor- 
tions; its elevations are faced with York- 
shire stone and with green Westmorland 
slate infil panels. 

Another development covering a site 
of 11,300 sq. yd. and bounded by Broad- 
way, Forster Square, the new Boulevard, 
Leeds Road, and Charles Street is under 
construction. It consists of basements and 
shop development over the whole of the 
ground floor, with internal loading facili- 
ties. The perimeter of this development 
has upper floors of varying numbers of 
storeys of showrooms and office accommo- 
dation. The centre of this scheme at first 
floor level is a coof car park reached by 
an electrically heated ramp and designed 
for 200 cars. It was planned in the build- 
ing agreement to be carried out in four 
stages in any sequence, each stage to be 
completed in two years, the developer 
having a year within which to take up his 
option on the succeeding stage. Progress 
is such that the first stage is completed and 
the first major store has been trading for 
several months. The second stage is under 
construction and the developer has exerted 
his option on the third stage and the site 
is being handed over. The whole project, 
scheduled to take 11 years, is already five 
years ahead of schedule. 

Stage two includes the nine-storey shop 
and office building forming the south-west 
corner of the redesigned Forster Square. 
On three sides of the new Forster Square, 
nine-storey buildings form the frontage 
and it is anticipated that the General Post 
Office will eventually be removed, reveal- 


ing the Cathedral with a _ processional 
approach to its west front. The Square, 
although spacious, will, with its high 


buildings and the Cathedral dominating 


it from the hill above, have a sense of 
enclosure. oo: : 
Another building which was not 


expected to start for another five years is 
already under construction. It covers a 
site of 2,000 sq. yd. and is situated on the 
north side of Broadway and forms part of 
the realigned Cheapside frontage. A

perty has been involved to enable the 


building programme to proceed. 
General Comments 


The question will be asked—is Bradford 
right to increase its shopping facilities in 
the centre? 

Central shopping serves a special pur- 
pose in a large city, not only for its own 
inhabitants but for the surrounding 
country districts and smaller nearby towns. 

A study of the floor space occupied by 
shopping in the city centre showed that 
it amounted to 630 sq. ft. per 1,000 of 
population. This was about two-thirds 
of the floor space devoted to central shop- 
ping in Leeds and Sheffield. A general 
survey of the interests trading in the city 
centre indicated that Bradford was under- 
shopped and these figures tended to con- 
firm this estimate of the position. 


Office Accommodation 


In the case of office accommodation the 
great majority is, or was, of a dark and 
incommodious character and not of the 
standard in which people should be re- 
quired to work. Moreover, all existing 
office accommodation in the centre has 
been occupied to capacity, and the develop- 
ment proceeding in the centre has so far 
destroyed 100,000 sq. ft. of office floor 
area by demolition of property. The new 
building is providing 160,000 sq. ft., of 
which 75,000 sq. ft. is occupied. 
Population in the City Centre 


It has not been possible to assess the 
effect of the more generous working space 
which is being provided. It is possible 
that the working population will not be 
increased, but the increased shopping 
facilities will undoubtedly increase the 
visiting shopping public. In the part of 
the central area affected by redevelopment 
in the next few years, 490,000 sq. ft. of 
floor space will be destroyed by demoli- 
tion. There were also 126,000 sq. ft. of 
vacant sites which, on redevelopment, will 
produce about 340,000 sq. ft. of floor 
space based on plot ratios varying from 
three to five. These give a total floor 
space of 830,000 sq. ft. Redevelopment 
over this same area will produce 864,000 
sq. ft. of floor space, of which 330,000 
sq. ft. will be for new shopping. 

Car Parking 

It will be seen from the plan that pro- 
vision is being made for permanent off- 
street car parks. Theoretically, this 
should be related by some standard to the 
floor space uses and an estimate of the 
visiting population. It has, however, been 
arrived at by a survey of the parked 
vehicles on streets and existing car parks. 
The Council already propose to make an 
order for restricting street parking and 
some progress is being made with per- 
manent parks, namely, a roof car park 
for 200 cars as part of the new building, 
a multi-storey car park for 700 cars to be 
built privately, and a scheme which the 
author has designed for the retail markets, 
including a three-storey park for 360 cars. 
Car parks are also proposed on the fringe 
of the central area, and there is no reason 
why, with a rationalised behaviour of the 
public, satisfactory conditions should not 
be realised in the future. 

The Cost of Replanning 

It has been stated above that the plan 
for the central area would initially earn 
an income by developing vacant sites and 
redeveloping unproductive areas. If the 
boundary to an area of 11 acres is taken 
to the centre-line of surrounding roads, 
new and proposed, within which develop- 
ment is now taking place, it is calculated 
that the income from new ground rents 
is equivalent to a 10 per cent. return on 
the capital cost of purchasing the properties

APPRENTICES 


Liverpool Builders Faced with Labour Shortages 


* his report presented at last week’s 
annual general meeting of the Liver- 
pool Regional Federation of Building 
Trades Employers, Mr. J. L. RAws- 
THORNE, retiring president, said the 
demand for building work of all types 
had been maintained during 1960 at a 
high level; nevertheless, competition 
had remained extremely keen. 
Difficulties continued to be experienced 
in obtaining and retaining balanced labour 
forces, a position which existed because of 
the failure of employers to train a suffi- 
cient number of apprentices in the past 
year. The intake of new apprentices had 
improved during the year but there was 
still much to be done in that direction. 


Material Shortages 


Mr. Rawsthorne said the supply posi- 
tion of some materials had also been caus- 
ing concern. Although local brick pro- 
duction had increased by about five or 
six per cent. as compared with 1959, the 
supply still fell short of demand, particu- 
larly in regard to facings, and the shortage 
would undoubtedly have been much more 
pronounced had it not been for frequent 
interruptions of work due to long periods 
of exceptionally wet weather during the 
last five months of the year. 

Deliveries of cement into the region had 
increased appreciably and some shortening 
was reported in the delivery dates for 
steel reinforcement bars. With the excep- 
tion of structural steel (for which the 
delivery dates were 6 to 12 months) the 
supply of most other materials appeared 
to be reasonably keeping pace with 
demand. 

“Recent increases in prices of various

involved, including the compensation to 
tenants and the cost of demolition. If 
a grant at the rate of 75 per cent. is 
received for the new roads which partly 
circumscribe this area, and half the road 
cost allocated to the redevelopment to- 
gether with the cost of transferring drain- 
age and other services, the return in 
ground rents on the total cost to the 
Corporation represents a 7.8 per cent. 
income, On the basis of the present pro- 
duct of a penny rate, the aforementioned 
percentages represent an income from a 
rate of 44d. and 34d. in the £ respectively. 
This takes no account of increased rateable 
value. 


Underground Replanning 


Redevelopment of this character in the 
centre of a city of the size of Bradford 
cannot be carried out without encounter- 
ing difficulties underground involving 
major civil] engineering works. The large 
building schemes covering an area of 24 
acres involved closing several streets. A 
main trunk sewer ran under one of these 
and the course of the culverted East Brook 
which discharges into the Bradford Beck 
followed another. The 8ft. 6in. by 5ft. 6in. 
brick egg-shaped trunk sewer has been 
replaced by a /7ft. diameter brick-lined 
sewer and realigned along Broadway, and 
the East Brook culvert was replaced by 
twin culverts and transferred to Charles 
Street. Main Post Office telephone cables, 
high-tension electric cables, and gas and 
water mains had to be removed clear of 
the building sites. The work was neces- 
sary to give a clear area free from under- 
ground obstructions and the trunk sewer, 
although its invert was about 17ft. below 
ground, would, together with the East 


building materials point to an end of the 
fairly stable conditions which had 
existed for some time,” he stated, “while 
the all-round increases in wages and 
reduction in working hours now taking 
place in all branches of industry may well 
spell the beginning of a new dangerous 
inflationary spiral unless higher wages are 
matched by a corresponding increase in 
productivity, to achieve which we must 
try to ensure that a greater effort is put 
into the shortened working week.” 

The National Joint Council had reached 
agreement that the normal working hours 
of building trade operatives should be 
reduced from 44 to 42 hours per week, 
accompanied by an increase of 6d. per 
hour, to take effect from October, 1961. 

“In conditions of firm-price tendering 
it was absolutely vital that any substantial 
increase in wage rates should be known 
as long as possible in advance of the 
event, and our negotiators have done well 
to secure agreement to postpone the effec- 
tive date for a period of some ten months, 
albeit not without cost over and above 
the actual compensatory wage adjust- 
ment,” he said. 

“In reaching this agreement both sides 
have emphasised the need for achieving 
the highest possible rate of outout within 
the reduced working week. It has also 
been agreed to revise the rule regarding 
meal-breaks, laying down a stipulated time 
to cover all ‘refreshment breaks,’ the 
object being that men shall be paid only 
for the hours they actually work. It is 
honed bv this means to absorb some of the 
increased labour costs. To what extent 
the new rule will work in vractice will 
devend ultimatelv on the united action of 
employers in seeing that it is carried out.” 


Brook, have been an obstruction to base- 
ment construction, 

Again, very difficult foundation problems 
have had to be overcome in the case of 
the new buildings between Broadway and 
Market Street, for the Bradford Beck itself 
runs beneath them. It has been spanned 
by 40ft. beams in one instance and com- 
pletely reconstructed and incorporated in 
the basement and foundations of another 
of the new buildings. 

The three-dimensional planning above 
ground is naturally of prime importance. 
The architecture and building materials 
are controlled under the terms of the lease 
and a continuous effort is being made to 
ensure that the esthetic qualities of this 
replanning of the city centre are of the 
highest quality and standard. 


Beyond the City Centre 


Planning in Bradford is not, of course, 
confined to the city centre. Many other 
phases of development of a_ substantial 
kind have been taking place since the war 
in other parts of the city and the develop- 
ment plan, which it has been the author’s 
function to prepare, is effectively guiding 
and assisting the expansion of industry, 
new housing—both private and Corpora- 
tion—and promoting the redevelopment of 
the slum-clearance areas and their sur- 
roundings. Some of these are used for 
new industrial building, and in others flats 
and maisonnettes replace the old back-to- 
back houses and will become the revitalised 
residential areas near the centre of the 
city. 


Housing in Relation to Industry 


Housing and industry are inseparable— 
they must march in step. Any town and 
country planning scheme which overlooks 
the harmonising of these two physical 
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Referring to labour matters Mr. Raws.- 
thorne said during the past few months 
there had been a recurrence of unofficial 
strikes, on various pretexts, with bonus 
disputes as the underlying cause in the 
majority of cases. In most instances the 
disputes had been resolved by interven- 
tion of the joint officials without calling 
a Disputes Commission. In six cases, 
however, the trade union organisers were 
either unable or unwilling to persuade the 
men to return to work but satisfactory 
settlements were achieved by reference to 
Regional Joint Disputes Commissions. 

In several instances where stoppages 
occurred there had been friction between 
the men’s stewards and the foremen and 
the operatives demanded the foremen’s 
removal as a condition for resuming work, 
These demands were successfully resisted 
in every case, 


Apprentices 


Dealing with the apprenticeship prob- 
lem Mr. Rawsthorne said the intake of 
apprentice’ bricklayers, masons and 
plasterers had not kept pace with the 
completions and cancellations during the 
year, with the result that there were 
actually less apprentices in those trades 
than there were a year ago. 

“What is most disappointing is the fact 
that nearly three out of every four of our 
members do not appear to have taken on a 
single new apprentice during the year, 
according to our registration records,” he 
continued. “It may be of course that 
some newly recruited apprentices are still 
in their probationary period and awaiting 
indentures. 

“The bulge years are now upon us, when 
the number of boys leaving school is 
rising to an unprecedented peak. Just as it 
is in the national interest that as many boys 
as possible shall be given the opportunity 
of training for a craft, so. too, it is in 
the vital interests of the building industry 
(and not least in the interests of the em- 
ployers themselves) that the fullest 
advantage should be taken of this oppor- 
tunity of improving the quality and rate 
of recruitment in all crafts.” 


developments as the basis of civilised 
existence overlooks the fundamental object 
behind town planning, and all the Acts 
of Parliament and planning paraphernalia 
attached to it. 

Too often town planning tends to lose 
itself in a welter of imponderables such 
as the population in the year 2000, the 
effect of the motor car, the helicopter, and 
the atomic age on the people’s future mode 
of living; yet large numbers still live and 
work among the debris of the first in- 
dustrial revolution. 

Town planning has been inspired by a 
desire to ensure a pleasant and healthy 
environment in terms of space and 
esthetics, and to provide for all those 
facilities which go to make up a thriving 
and happy community. There is perhaps 
no greater satisfaction to be derived from 
the part to be played in the planning of 
a city than to be concerned with imple- 
menting the portion of housing develop- 
ment which is the responsibility of the 
local authority. 

Since January, 1950. the design and con- 
struction of Corporation houses, flats, and 
maisonnettes and the planning of the 
estates have been the author’s responsi- 
bility. Large neighbourhood estates of 
4,000, 5.000, 8,000, and 10.000 people 
respectively are involved in this work and 
more than 9,300 dwellings have been com- 
pleted. They comprise a great variety 
of accommodation ranging from bungalows 
and recreation centres for aged people, 
houses, three-, four-, five-, and eight-storey 
flats and maisonnettes, and _ shopping 
centres. Great care has been taken to 
produce a high standard of architecture 
and building construction with variety in 
design coupled with imaginative and 
spacious planning exploiting the difficulties 
of very hilly sites to this end, 
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WOOLWICH AUTOMATIC CAR PARK 
NEARING COMPLETION 


HE roof units of a new automatic 

nine-storey car park at Woolwich 
are now being placed in position and 
the building is expected to be com- 
pleted in April. It will be the first 
such car park to be erected for a public 
authority in the United Kingdom. 

Founded on bored piles, the building is 
116ft. by 55ft. on plan, excluding the end 
staircases, and approximately 82ft. high 
overall. The ground floor slab acts as a 
tie for the piles and obviates the need for 
special beams. A series of over 3,000 pre- 
east concrete units have been used for 
he superstructure which is built up on a 
system of frame units, cross-beams and 
floor siabs. 

Problems were encountered in the 
foundation works. An old road used to 
run over the site and a main sewer of 
the ancient egg-shaped type runs at a 
depth of abou 25ft. below. In addition, 





each end. The bracing forms a V between 
exterior and interior frame columns at 
first, third, fifth and seventh floor levels, 
and an inverted V at ground, second, 
fourth and sixth floors. There is no 
bracing at eighth floor level. 

The structure will have no cladding. 
The 5in. precast concrete end walls of 
the central bay, through which the canti- 
levered stairs are bolted, are required for 
fire resistance, and the introduction of 
4in, thick infill panels above the lift 
entrances on the long elevation allow the 
corner and central columns to be omitted 
for easier access to the lifts, 

The frame units are precast in the 
Truscon picture frame system with, in this 
case, the bottom member omitted to pro- 
duce a “goal post” elevation of top beam 
and two half columns. 

The size of a unit varies according to 
its position in the structure, and there are 
several types. The length of the top

24 high-power cables run the full length 
of the building at depths varying between 
3ft. and 5ft. below ground level. 

To sink the piles without damaging 
either sewer or electric cables it was found 
necessary to move the cables to clear pile 
locations and pits, and make all piling 
work the bored type to avoid vibration. 
Asbestos cable ducts are incorporated 
under the structure to provide for the 
possible replacement of cables in the 
future, 

All units of the structure above ground 
are precast on the site with the exception 
of the roof purlins, which are prestressed 
and were made at Truscon Works in 
Manchester. The concrete throughout the 
building has an exposed surface straight 
from the forms. The use of a limestone 
aggregate in the concrete for the frame 
and beams enables the minimum column 
dimension to be reduced to Qin. while 
at the same time maintaining L.C.C. re- 
quirements for fire resistance. 

There are four lines of the frame units, 
running the length of the building on plan 
and defining three bays. They are tied 
at each floor with precast concrete cross- 
beams and floor slabs that transmit the 
wind forces on the long elevation to a 
series of inclined braces. There are three 
groups of these windbraces in each of the 
Outer bays, one in the centre and one near 


beams varies from 8ft. 10in. to 20ft. and 
the height of the columns from 7ft. 5in. 
to 12ft. 4in. In cross-section the columns 
for the long spans are l12in. by 44in. and 
for the shorter 10in. by 5in. The L-section 
beams are from 84in. to 12in. deep and 
have a maximum width, at the bottom of 
the L, of between 14in. and 16in. 

Perimeter frames above ground levei 
have tubular metal guard rails cast into 
them, serving the twofold purpose of a 
stiffening during erection and a safety rail- 
ing after. The units are bolted together 
and subsequently pressure grouted. 

The floor slabs are composed of Liin. 
thick precast reinforced concrete slabs to 
form the base of the parking bay floors. 
The slabs are then covered with a ltin. 
structural screed of in-situ reinforced 
concrete, 


Function 


Negotiations are in progress with Wooi- 
wich B.C. for a head lease to be taken up 
on the building by Shell-Mex and B.P., 
Ltd. Dagenham Motors as sub-lessees of 
Shell-Mex and B.P., Ltd., will operate the 
Auto-Stacker, which will provide parking 
space for 256 cars. 

A typical floor plan is divided into 
three equal bays running the length of the 
building, The two outer bays are each 
divided into 16 parking spaces 17ft. 6in. 


long by 6ft. 8in. wide, and the central bay 
contains the four lifts, one at either end 
and two in the centre, and the rails for the 
powered transporter. 

Parking will be a one-man operation, 
carried out entirely by remote control 
from a kiosk at ground level. The 
motorist will be directed to drive his 
vehicle on to powered conveyors in front 
of one of the four lifts. If he wishes he 
can then lock the car. The lift will take 
it to the required floor and the powered 
transporter that forms the lift platform 
will move out from the lift structure and 
automatically stop opposite a pre-selected 
parking space. Powered conveyors under 
the wheels of the care will move it into 
the space. 

When the motorist leaves he will be given 
a key which, when surrendered to the 
attendant, on return to collect the car, 
can be inserted into the control panel 
to start the recovery cycle. A complete 
parking or recovery cycle will take an 
average of 50 seconds. 

The architects to Woolwich Borough 
Council for the building are T. and P. H. 
Braddock, F./A.R.I.B.A. Design and con- 
struction is being undertaken by Truscon, 
Ltd., on behalf of Auto-Stackers, Ltd., 
and the sub-contractors for the bored piles 
were Frankipile, Ltd. The mechanical in- 
stallation is being carried out by Ace 
Machinery, Ltd., the electrical motor con- 
trol equipment by Dewhurst and Partners, 
and the electronic supervisory control 
equipment by British Standards Tele- 
phones and Cables, Ltd. 


SEWER INSPECTION BY TV 
AT WANDSWORTH 


The Wandsworth area of London was 
badly hit by bombing during the last war 
and this resulted in a high incidence of 
damaged underground draining. In the 
past, local authorities have sometimes used 
photographic cameras for inspecting under- 
ground pipes but it was estimated that 
with this method it would take many 
years to complete an inspection of all 
the drains in Wandsworth. 

With television in mind as a possible 
answ2r to their problem, the Wandsworth 
Borough Council approached Pye T.V.T., 
Ltd. Trials with one of their stainless steel 
nuclear reactor inspection cameras in a 
drain in South London showed what TV 
could do, and later an _ experimental 
housing of aluminium was constructed to 
be us2d with the standard Mark IV 
industrial television camera. Adequate 
lighting was provided by two 50-volt 
projector lamps, fitted on either side of 
the lens opening. Overheating of the 
staticon tube was avoided by installing a 
small fan—the effectiveness of this was 
proved at the recent Industrial Photo- 
graphic and Television Exhibition when 
the camera worked 10 hours a day for five 
days, with no loss of efficiency. 

The whoie assembly can either be 
pushed through a pipe with rods or it can 
be pulled through with ropes. Small wheels 
are fitted to the base of the housing to 
facilitate this, Experience has shown that 
the maximum manageable length to inspect 
at a time is from 125ft. to 150ft.

span are to be placed in intermediate 
positions between the vertical columns, 
allowing service ducts to run the full 
height of the building.

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DANISH BRIDGE CONNECTS ISLANDS IN 


A NEW bridge has recently been con- 

structed over the Sio Sound, be- 
tween the islands of Taasinge and Sio, 
for the Svendborg County Council, 
Denmark, at a cost of Dan. Kr. 3 mil- 
lion. It forms part of a general scheme 
for providing road connections between 
the islands of Funen, Taasinge, Sio and 
Langeland. 

Although the idea of providing such 
connecting links was brought forward as 
long ago as 1937, it was not until 20 years 
later that a government grant was obtained 
for the Sio Sound section, following which 
the project was put in hand. 


Use of Prefabrication 


Since this waterway is rather shallow 
and, being without any channels, is navi- 
gated only by small fishing craft, a low 
bridge was considered suitable for the 
purpose; an embankment would _ not 
have met the requirements because of 
the need for the Sound to be kept open. 
Both ends of the present structure, how- 
ever, take the form of embankments and 
these are connected by a 540m. concrete 
bridge section with 20 spans each 27m, in 
length, in addition to two abutment spans. 
The large number of equal size bridge

spans, in fact, made possible a considerable 
use of prefabrication, which was carried 
out at a site near the embankment.

Both 
are extended into the water until it 
becomes 1.8m. deep. At these points the 
concrete structure 
commences, the 
maximum _ water 
depth in the line of 
the bridge being ap- 
proximately 3.5m. 


Strata Tests 


Prior to the de- 
tailed planning of the 
new Sio Sound 
bridge, trial borings, 
strata tests and 
evaluations were car- 
ried out by the 
Danish Geotechnical 
Institute and they 
revealed that deposits 
of plastic clay, known 
as Little Belt clay, 
was to be found 
within the moraine 
layers and these com- 
plicated the plans for 
10 of the bridge pier foundations, though 


they had no appreciable effect on the 
embankments, since soft mud there was 
found only to a very slight extent. 

The levels of the 


different strata varied 
considerably at dif- 
ferent places. For 
example, two borings 
at the location of one 
bridge pier, made 
4m. apart, showed, 
at one, a 4m. thick- 
ness of moraine clay, 
followed by a 2m. 
layer of plastic clay 
and then by more 
moraine clay, while, 
at the other there 
was 6m. of plastic 
clay followed by 
moraine clay. 

The strata under 
all the bridge piers 
had, in fact, sufficient 
bearing capacity, but 
the difficulty of 
troublesome settle- 
ment occurred in 


those areas where the plastic clay was 
present. This necessitated the driving 
of wooden piles to a depth of 14m.

have the effect, not only of considerably 
reducing settlement, but also of causing 
the settlement to be more uniform. By 
later clinometer measurements this expec- 
tation was proved to have been correct. 


Sand-fill Embankment 


Constructed under separate contracts, 
the two sand-fill embankments were given 
a crest width of 14.40m. with a 7m. 
carriageway running down the centre and 
space for future cycle paths on either side, 
the latter to be separated from the car- 
riageway by a lm. wide grass verge. A 
safety kerb has been built along each edge 
of the embankments, the sides of which 
fall away into the water at an incline 
of. 3:2. 

At both toes of the embankment addi- 
tional protection has been provided up to 
a height of Im. above the mean water-level. 
This takes the form of a shingle bed 
covered with boulders to resist the action 
of the waves. Above this stone wall, 
the sand filling has been given a 30cm. 
layer of shingle up to a height of 3m. 
above the mean water level and this has 
been covered by 10cm. thick reinforced 
concrete slabs, the lowest of which is 
supported underneath by an impregnated 
timber batten resting on wooden piles. 

Three types of reinforced concrete 
caissons for the bridge piers were pre- 
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fabricated at the site plant, each type 
being similar apart from having differing 
heights for their vertical walls. Each 
caisson consisted of three concrete cells 
built up on a wooden platform. 

For the construction of the bridge piers, 
each site was excavated to the required 
depth and levelled off with a layer of 
gravel. Each caisson in turn was towed 
out to its own particular site suspended 
between two pontoons. There, it was 
sunk onto its prepared bed and filled with 
concrete cast under water. On the top 
of the cellular caisson was added a wooden 
cofferdam. 

After the concrete in the caisson had 
set the water was pumped out of the 
cofferdam and the concrete’ surface 
cleaned. The pier, with its granite facing, 
was then erected inside the cofferdam, 
which was thereafter removed for re-use. 
The 1.10m. by 8.50m, pier column was 
then built up from the top of the granite 
faced pier. Joining the bridge proper to 
the two embankments are short spans, 
each of which is supported by two piers. 
One of these piers is completely buried in 
the embankment and consists of two 
pillars. The other is sited at the point 
where the embankment slope meets the 
water level. 


Bridge Spans 


Of box-type cross-section with ribs ap- 
proximately 1.35m. high, the light and 
slender bridge spans are of cellular con- 
struction, 9.50m. in width, 1.45m. in maxi- 
mum depth and containing six cells in all. 
The top deck slab not only forms a bearing 
plate but also provides an effective com- 
pression flange. The under-slab is neces- 
sary to allow space for the prestressed 
main reinforcement, while the rigid con- 
nection between the slab and the ribs 
involves a_ strong continuous traverse 
stiffening, capable of high load distribu- 
tion, so that cross-walls or cross-beams 
are not necessary. The deck slabs project 
over each side of the bridge span to pro- 
vide for a pavement.

ribs, which was carried out according to 
the Dywidag system, the 26mm. diameter 
round steel bars were supplied in 27m. 
lengths so that they would extend the 
whole length of the spans without joints. 
The bars were fabricated of special steel 
with a minimum yield strength of 8,000 
kg./cm.’ and an ultimate tensile strength 
of 10,500kg./cm.*. A tinplate tube was 
placed around the bars, which, at one 
end, were provided with an anchoring 
arrangement and, at the other, a tighten- 
ing device. Tighten- 
ing of each span was 
carried out about five 
days after the con- 
crete pouring with 
rapid - hardening 
cement had been 
completed and when 
the concrete had set 
sufficiently, prestress- 
ing being taken up to 
6,500kg./cm.*. —_ Fol- 
lowing the tightening, 
cement grout was in- 
jected into the space 
between the bars and 
the tubes. In_ all, 
some 66 Dywidag 
steel bars were used 
for each span, two 
being placed in the 
lower portions of 
each rib and the rest 
being spaced at about 
18cm. centres 
throughout the 
under-slab. These 
were the only sections prestressed, the re- 
maining reinforcement being of Tentor 
steel or, for secondary reinforcement, 
ordinary round bars. The step-up from the 
7m. wide carriageway to the 2.50m. wide 
pavements was constructed as part of the 
reinforced concrete work, no kerb stones 
being used. Each bridge span, without 
insulation and surface layer, weighs about 
350 tons.

ROCK-ROVER 7014 FOR 
MONTEVIDEO 


Frederick Parker, Ltd., Leicester, have 
been awarded a contract, worth £12,000, 
for the supply of a Rock-Rover 7014 rock 
crushing plant to the Dept. de Colonia, 
Montevideo, Uruguay. 
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The prime consideration in coming to this 
decision was the lowest depth of water 
of about 1.8m, at the bridge, which 
determined the weight of the components 
that could be floated out to their positions 
at the site. Since, however, the con- 
tractor was able to float sections up to 
300 tons out to the various piers, it was 
subsequently decided to deliver full width 
spans minus the pavement sections in this 
way. The pavements were added later 
with the help of mobile scaffolding which

made possible the casting of these sections 
in 45m. lengths in one operation. The 
pavements are projected out from the 
bridge spans at an incline of 25 per cent, 
Aggregates and sand for the concrete 
were obtained from the sea at a place 
where they were free from lime. Rapid 
hardening cement used in the water/ 
cement ratio of approximately 0.35 gave 
the average cylinder resistance of approxi- 
mately 400kg./cm.* after 14 days. Bridge 
span production times were gradually 
reduced from an initial period of some 
months to only five weeks. The same 
formwork for the caissons and bridge 
spans was used for successive units. 


Consultants and Contractors 


The bridge was designed by Prof. Anker 
Engelund, D.Tech., in co-operation with 
Mr, Ejner Grimstrup, county surveyor of 
Svendborg, and with the assistance of civil 
engineers Steding-Jessen and Poul Moller 
Nielsen.

PAKISTAN HOTEL PROPOSALS 


Negotiations for the erection of a 300- 
room hotel in Karachi have been completed 
between Pakistan International Airlines 
and Intercontinental Hotels Corporation, 
a wholly owned subsidiary of Pan 
American World Airways, Inc. 

The hotel, which is estimated to cost 
approximately $7m. will be erected on a 
12-acre site in the Clifton area of Karachi, 
Overlooking the Arabian Sea.

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SILO 
CONSTRUCTION 
IN 
AMSTERDAM 


\ ITHIN a period of 19 days a total 

of 42,373 cu. ft. of concrete was 
placed on the walls of a new building 
in Amsterdam by the rising formwork 
method of construction, employing 
hydraulic jacks. 

At the Vlothaven in Amsterdam, the 
International Graintranshipping Co., 
Amsterdam, Ltd., have commissioned the 
building of two jetties to accommodate 
shipping up to 60,000 tons, which are to 
serve 24 silos each with a capacity of 
2,200 tons of grain storage. These silos, 
together with an elevator and office build- 
ing block have been built by the rising 
formwork method, using the British-made 
Tangye hydraulic climbing jacks. 

The elevator and office building is 177ft. 
above ground and 23ft. below ground, 
forming a basement in which machinery 
is installed. It was on this building that 
this high rate of construction was achieved. 

The hydraulic jacks were linked together 
by a ring main from one hydraulic pump 
and motor. Equal pressure was therefore 
applied to each jack, ensuring that they 
all rose an equal amount under the direc- 
tion of one man on the pump control 
valve. The accompanying drawing shows 
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Aerial view of the elevator block and silos 


the horizontal section of the elevator 
— and the positions of the 80 jacks 
used. 

Steel girders formed yokes for the jacks 
tying them to the shuttering which was 
xin. thick plywood with plastic facings pro- 
viding a smooth anti-attrition surface. 
The walls were poured first and floors 
cast later in situ. Some of the lower of 
the ten floors required were started before 
the walls were actually complete, so that 
at the end of 19 days the walls were com- 
plete and also six of the ten floors. 

The silos are 115ft high and 36ft. in 
diameter. They were constructed in 
groups of three or four, the complete 
shuttering being tied together and rising 
as one. Twenty jacks were employed on 
each silo with the usual steel yokes and 
girders, and the circular form shuttering 
was made of fir wood. Each silo required 
the pouring of 8,827 cu. ft. of concrete. 
Continuous mixing of the concrete was 
carried on at floor level on the site and 
transported to the shuttering by means of 
two Liebherr cranes, type 45K/55 and 25. 

The Tangye hydraulic climbing jack 
used is capable of lifting three tons. It 
climbs a bar, usually of lin. diameter, 
which passes through its centre and is

gripped by two pairs of grips. These 
circular grips are mounted on a spindle, 
off centre, and when closed on to the bar, 
allow a movement of the jack in an up- 
ward direction only. 

The buildings have been built for N.V. 
Internationale Graanoverslagbedrijf Am- 
sterdam by van Waning and Co., Rotter- 
dam Z. The architects are Architecten- 
bureau Pierre Cuypers of Amsterdam, 
with T. V. Aulkaer, Odense-Danmark, as 
consulting engineers. 


£40M. FOR COLONIAL 
DEVELOPMENT IN 1960 


Grants and loans approved under the 
Colonial Development and Welfare Act 
during 1960 amounted to £40,612,353, 
including £2,817,989 for research. This 
compares with £27,850,204 approved in 
1959, with £16,201,062 in 1958 and with 
£18,740,767 in the previous year. 

Money made available during the year 
for schemes to benefit Britain’s oversea 
territories included £10,353,057 for edu- 
cation, £7,721,088 for road development, 
£4,151,917 for agriculture and veterinary 
services, £2,770,221 for medical and health 
services, £2,414,973 for industrial develop- 
ment and £1,626,229 for water supplies and 
sanitation, 

Grants approved during November and 
December amounted to £2,284,392. Largest 
of these 87 grants, including 15 for 
research, was £245,000 to build a new 
college library, administrative block and 
extension to Gloucester Hall at the Royal 
Technical College of East Africa, Nairobi. 

Other grants to East Africa included: 
£223,855 towards the cost of forest 
development in Kenya during 1960-61; 
£78,455 for improvements to the Great 
North Road in Tanganyika and £52,600 to 
improve four of the 20 ferries maintained 
by the Tanganyika Government on the 
main road system, by reducing the crossing 
times, making them safer or increasing 
their capacity. 

Other grants approved during the two 
months included: £125,000 to build 30 
houses for junior staff at the University 
College of The West Indies; £189,467 for 
Sarawak for the construction of the 30-mile 
Simanggang-Engkilili feeder road and for 
building a 15-mile feeder road from the 
Sarikei-Binatang road to Nanga Pakan; 
and £184,450 towards the cost of a land 
settlement scheme at Black Bush Polder, 
British Guiana. 
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PORT OF AUCKLAND 
£10,000 Model to be Built 


TIVHE Auckland Harbour Board are to 

purchase a model of the Port of 
Auckland, New Zealand’s largest port, 
for the further study of navigational and 
berthing problems. It will be built at 
the D.S.I.R. Hydraulics Research 
Station at Wallingford, Berks., at a 
cost of £10,000. 

The Harbour Board consider the study 
as a safeguard against worsening naviga- 
tion conditions in the planning of port 
expansion and reconstruction, The study 
should indicate clearly what advantages 
if any, could be gained by minor realign- 
ment of wharves, removal of the wave 
screen under King’s Wharf and, say. 
modification of the length and shape of 
the eastern breakwater. It may also indi- 
cate the effect on the current strengths 
and patterns in the port area of any 
reclamation of Shoal and Hobson Bays. 

Model Dimensions 


The model will be about 85ft. by 60ft. 
and will represent about half the area from 
the Harbour Bridge to Hobson Bay. 

The 36ft. depth of water will be repre- 
sented by about 6in. Prince’s Wharf will 
be about 4ft. or 5ft. long. About 4,300 
gallons of water will be required to pro- 
duce the tidal range. 

It will take about a year to build the 
model and the study is expected to occupy 
another year. 

The scale of the model will be about 1 in 
250 horizontal and 1 in 50 vertical. 


COSTAIN RHODESIAN 
CONTRACTS 
Richard Costain (Africa), Ltd., recently

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A DROTT IN CHURCH 


ECAUSE water seeping into the 

foundations of the Lutheran church 
of “The Holy Trinity” in Vaasa, Finland, 
had made the building unsafe, religious 
services were cancelled for six weeks 
while a British-built International Drott 
B-6K-3 Skid Shovel was called in to help 
with the repair work. 

The route from the main doorway 
traversed narrow passageways and low 
arches, often allowing the Drott only a 
few inches clearance.

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MOTOR 
SHOWROOM 
IS ALMOST 
SEMI-CIRCULAR 


A® unusual reinforced concrete 
motor showroom and car store, 
recently completed at Ewell in Surrey, 
stands in a prominent position at the 
junction with the Ewell By-pass. The 
site rises slightly from the road to give 
access to the front of the building, 
which is occupied by the single-storey 
showroom; a car store below, for use 
largely as an overflow for cars from 
the showroom, is reached from an 
access road at the back where the site 
dips sharply. 

The building is almost semi-circular, a 
shape well related to the curve of the road 
it overlooks, and the cantilevered canopy 
on the main facade emphasizes the curve. 

A system of 10 radiating portal frames 
of in-situ reinforced concrete supporting 
roof decking made up the showroom 
structure; their tapered outer columns are 
expressed as architectural features on the 
main elevation, providing the framing for 
eight large plate-glass windows below a 
canopy. The canopy is supported on 
tapered reinforced concrete brackets canti-

levered out. from each of the columns. 
Brick has been used as an infilling in the 
two flanking frames to form side walls to 
the showroom and brick walls in con- 
junction with an existing 18in. concrete 
block retaining wall (over which the 
curved front of the showroom is built) 
form the sides to the car store. 

The portal frames span 39ft. to the 
back of the showroom and give a com- 
pletely clear floor space in which the cars 
are easily manoeuvred. The floor, which 
also acts as a roof for the car store below, 
is a 5in. reinforced concrete slab supported 
on the side walls and centrally by a wide 
beam 4ft. by lft. 6in. that runs along the 


length of the showroom floor and is 
carried, in turn, by 12in. by 12in. re- 
inforced concrete columns. 

The showroom floor has a 3in. thick

of the showroom are rendered with a 
cement and sand mixture and painted 
pale pink internally and white externally. 
The edges of the canopy and the roof 
overhang are painted in blue, the under- 
side of the canopy and the interior roof 
soffit in a darker blue. 

Special care was taken with the form- 
work for the structural concrete to 
ensure that a smooth surface was obtained, 
and both inside and out the concrete has 
been finished in a white thermoplastic 
paint directly applied.

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SPEED-UP AND EXPANSION OF 
HOSPITAL BUILDING 


Planning for 10-year Period 


R. ENOCH POWELL, Minister of 

Health, announced last week that 
for the first time hospital boards are 
being asked to make long-term plans 
for hospital building. He has asked all 
hospital boards in England and Wales 
to submit proposals for building work 
to be started in the next ten years. 

Until now the hospital boards have 
never been able to go ahead with firm 
planning for more than a couple of years 
at a time. Under the new arrangements 
hospital authorities will be able to decide 
on the order of priority for future work 
and to organise the technical resources 
which they must have in order to under- 
take and sustain the increased building 
programme. Boards which have already 
prepared tentative building programmes 
for some way ahead, will be able to com- 
plete them with greater confidence. 

The Minister also announced that the 
maximum cost of individual projects 
which hospital boards can undertake with- 
out prior Ministerial approval is to be 
doubled from February 1, from £30,000 
to £60,000. 

The Ministry will issue shortly a series 
of Building Notes giving guidance on 
hospital planning and on the design of 
hospital departments. In connection with 
this a system of “cost limits” will be 
introduced. This will obviate detailed 
examination by the Ministry of plans which 
conform in design and cost to the 
indications given in the Building Notes. 


Starting Dates 


In future, whenever the preparation of 
a scheme is approved, a date for the 
actual start of building will be indicated 
at the same time, so that the hospital 


authority can carry straight through to 
completion in the knowledge that the 
scheme will not be held up once the 
preparation of plans has begun. 

This procedure will be applied to the 
further selection of major schemes which 
Mr. Powell will shortly announce in 
Parliament. Together with those previously 
announced, these should cover all major 
work to be started up to, and including, 
1964-65, and it is intended to give pro- 
visional starting dates for all of them as 
soon as practicable. 

Mr. Powell has sent to all the hospital 
authorities in England and Wales a 
memorandum giving details of the new 
methods he is introducing for planning 
and executing the hospital building pro- 
gramme. ‘ 

“My main object,” he tells them, “is to 
tackle the immense task of hospital capital 
development and reprovision as quickly 
and as efficiently as possible. The process 
will break down unless long-term plans are 
realistic and momentum is steadily main- 
tained. I am _ confident that hospital 
boards will co-operate with me in achieving 
this.” 

Finance 


The provisional figure for hospital 
capital expenditure in 1962-63, subject to 
the economic situation, is £36 million, as 
compared with £31 million in the coming 
financial year. Mr. Powell has also given 
to each of the regional hospital boards 
figures within which they should prepare 
their plans for the subsequent three years. 
While no commitments can be entered 
into by the Government at this stage, and 
while the phasing cannot yet be de- 
termined, the total expenditure for England 
and Wales on which these planning limits 
are based would rise by 1965-66 to an 


NEW HOSPITALS BEING PLANNED 


The following are the new hospitals among over 180 major schemes so far selected 
by the Minister of Health in addition to the works carried out within the normal 
allocations to Hospital Boards; the actual starting date for building will depend 
on the time needed to complete planning and the capital resources then available. 


Cardiff.—Result of competition for design of this new teaching centre was announced in 
May. The centre will include hospital of 650 beds, medical and dental schools. Sketch plans 
have been received. 

Charing Cross.—New hospital at Fulham. 

Royal Free.—New hospital of some 800 beds at Hampstead. 

St. Mary’s Maternity, Manchester.—First phase of some 50 beds. 

St. Thomas’, London.—The first stage of rebuilding will include ward block of approxi- 
mately 215 beds, operating theatres, boiler house and a residential staff block. The cost will 
be in the region of £24m. 

United Birmingham Hospitals—New maternity hospital to replace present one due to 
be evacuated when new inner ring road is started. Site will be in the vicinity of Queen 
Elizabeth’s Hospital. 

_ United Liverpool Hospitals.—Planning of first phase of new teaching hospital, which will 
ultimately provide modern and more closely knit group than present teaching hospital comprises. 

Boston.—Competition in progress for design of new hospital, which will comprise some 
474 beds. Last date for submission of designs (first stage of cote. September 30. 

Coventry—A new hospital, including maternity unit, which will be started first. 

Leeds R.H.B.—New acute hospital for Hull. 

Liverpool.—New hospital at Fazakerley. 

Psychiatric Hospital, Northamptonshire.—New psychiatric hospital is needed for the 
Northern part of the Oxford Region. The site and scope of the scheme have not yet been settled. 

North Tees-side.—-New hospital at Stockton-on-Tees. First phase to cost approximately £1m. 

North West Met. R.H.B.—New building to rehouse Tavistock clinic. The N.W. Met. R.H.B. 
has tentatively proposed a site at Hampstead, but this is not yet settled. 

Queen Mary’s, Sidcup.—New hospital to replace the existing hutted hospital. 

Slough.—A new hospital of 300 beds. Estimated cost £1,905,000. 

_ South Manchester.—First phase of new hospital of about 400 beds, including maternity 
unit of 80 beds, to be sited at Baguley. Estimated cost is about £24m. for whole hospital. 

Truro.—Detailed planning of the first phase to comprise 180 beds is nearing completion.

Date for Submitting Schemes 


Dealing with the forward look over a 
10 year period, Mr. Powell says that the 
programme for the first five years will 
need to be as firm as possible. For sub- 
sequent years it will need to be more 
adaptable and less detailed, since develop- 
ments in medicine, changes in population 
and many other factors will involve 
modification as time goes on. 

He has asked boards to submit to him 
by May 31, their proposals of work to be 
started up to 1970-71. These programmes 
will be revised annually so that at any 
given time there will be a 10 year view, 
of which the first five years will be as 
firm as possible. 

In preparing their proposals for the 
period 1966-67 to 1970-71 the boards are 
asked to make an estimate of what is 
needed and practicable. It is the Minister’s 
intention that boards should have freedom 
to express and justify what they consider 
to be their reasonable needs. At this stage 
they will not be tied to specific financial 
limits in making their plans, but they are 
asked to take into account their probable 
resources of staff for planning the buildings 
they propose and for operating them when 
they are ready. 

Hospital authorities are being asked to 
estimate as accurately as possible how the 
execution of the plans which they submit 
will affect current costs. In doing so, they 
will take account not only of the cost of 
running the new establishments but also 
of the savings which ought to be achieved 
by increased efficiency and by _ the 
elimination of existing premises which 
will be rebuilt or rendered redundant. 
These estimates of the effect on running 
costs will have their influence on future 
estimating and financial control in the 
hospital service. 


£90,000 WEST END HOTEL 
CONVERSION 


In only 14 weeks 77 bedrooms are to be 
converted into bedroom-bathroom suites 
at London’s Piccadilly Hotel. This is the 
third and final phase of a £150,000 
modernisation scheme for the hotel which 
will provide a bathroom for every one of 
its 250 rooms. 

To ensure that their latest £90,000 
contract is completed on time, Holland 
& Hannen and Cubitts (Great Britain), 
Ltd., in co-operation with the architects, 
T. Mortimer Burrows and Partners 
have preplanned the operation to the 
smallest detail, including delivery of 
materials, prefabrication, programming of 
labour and the order of the rooms to be 
converted. 

A spokesman for Cubitts says: “To 
cause no inconvenience to hotel guests, we 
have built a special hoist and scaffolding 
in Vine Street which will take men and 
materials into the hotel via the windows 
of vacant rooms. We shall not need to 
use the front of the hotel in Piccadilly at 
all. As each suite is completed it will be 
handed over, entirely redecorated and 
made available for immediate occupation.” 

Engineering services include mechanical 
ventilation to 36 bathrooms by centrifugal 
fans, plumbing, heating, hot and cold 
water services and towl rails for all 77 
rooms, As a quick turn-round is essential 
60 per cent. of the installation has already 
been prefabricated by Engineering Service 
Installations, Ltd. This includes main 
stacks for each bathroom, soil, waste and 
ventilation pipes all in copper tubing. The 
method of fabrication enables one instal- 
lation to cover the supply to two bath- 
rooms.

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THERMAL INSULATION —SHOULD LININGS 
BE CONTROLLED ? 


From a Correspondent 


MMHE County Councils Association is 
urging the Ministry of Housing and 
Local Government to proceed as quickly 
as possible with its examination of 
model byelaws “with a view to pro- 
viding for control of thermal insulation 
in new dwellings to avoid fire risk.” 
This follows a meeting between 


; repre- 
sentatives of the Association and the 
Association of Municipal Corporations 


with the Ministry of Housing and Local 
Government chief officials, the Chief Fire 
Officers’ Association, the Building Research 
Station and the Fire Research Station. 

At this meeting there was considerable 
criticism of the model byelaw relating to 
thermal insulation in domestic buildings 
which had been sent out by the Ministry 
to local authorities in 1959. 

It was contended that because of the 
omission from the byelaw of any control 
of lining materials the operation of the 
byelaw could lead to danger from fire. In 
the view of the County Councils Associa- 
tion, the absence of control over linings 
was at variance with the feelings of the 


Code of Practices Committee on high 
buildings, which considered it essential 
that upper floors and escape routes in 


blocks of flats should be lined with non- 
flammable materials. 

The association raised three other main 
points: 

(a) The byelaw ran counter to the 
wishes of Parliament, which had accepted 
the need for control of lining in industrial 
buildings when the Thermal Insulation 
(Industrial) Buildings Act was before it. 
There were more deaths from fires in 
dwelling houses than in factories. 

(b) The byelaw inferred that control of 
lining materials was not necessary, yet 
some fire risk had been acknowledged by 
the exclusion of common staircases from 
any thermal insulation requirements. 


(c) The byelaw should be amended to 
control the type of lining which could be 
used or failing that some indication, pos- 
sibly by way of a circular, should be sent 
to all local authorities warning them of 
the risk of the use of certain materials. 


Ministry’s Views 


The Ministry, on the other hand, argued 
that the byelaw was designed simply to 
raise the standard of thermal insulation 
in domestic buildings. So far as walls were 
concerned, the byelaw was no different 
from the one which had been in operation 
since 1952. 

The byelaw did not require more by 
way of thermal insulation than was gener- 
ally being put into new dwellings anyway. 

The department had taken advice on 
the question of fire risk. Linings were not 
controlled at all in the present byelaws 
and the department was advised that the 
operation of the thermal insulation byelaw 
would make little, if any, difference to 
the whole problem of the use of com- 
bustible linings. 


The Ministry contended that so far as 
blocks of flats were concerned, the part 
most likely to be affected by the require- 
ments of the byelaw was the ceiling of 
the top storey. The risk concerned was 
a very small one compared with the risk 
that would result if all public corridors 
were lined with flammable materials. 

Although the department had no evi- 
dence that the absence of control of linings 
was leading to dangerous situations, the 
question would be fully examined during 
the revision of the requirements in the 
model byelaws. Preliminary work directed 
towards this revision had already been 
started. 

In the Ministry’s view, the overall risk 
from the use of flammable linings in 
common staircases would be much 


SLADE GREEN BRIDGE GIVES DISTRICT 
NEW ACCESS 


ROAD BRIDGE recently opened 
over the railway at Slade Green, 
Kent, for Crayford Urban Council, 
now gives direct vehicular entry to 
the district. Hitherto, the only access 
to Slade Green has been via two level 
crossings, and these have caused in- 
creasing delays to road traffic. 

The contract comprised the construc- 
tion of a 64ft. clear, single square span 
road bridge over the railway, together with 
approach roads on embankments to link 
with existing roads. The total length of 
the bridge and approaches is 1,050ft., the 
carriageway being 22ft. wide with a foot- 
path 8ft. wide on each side. Bridge abut- 
ments and wing walls are of mass con- 
crete with brick facing and mass concrete 
footings.

The bridge deck consists of 17 precast 
pretensioned prestressed concrete beams, 
each 71ft. 6in. long and weighing about 15 
tons, placed side by side, and an in-situ 
reinforced concrete slab cast at the level of 
the top of the beams, waterproofed with 
asphalt reinforced with fibre-glass tissue. 
The deck is prestressed transversely by the 
P.S.C. Mono Wire system with cables 
through the webs of the beams and in-situ 
concrete diaphragms. Pipe ducts with pre- 
cast reinforced concrete floor slab are 
formed between the beams below the 


footpaths and the bridge has brick para- 
pets and cast stone copings. 

Approach embankments were filled with 
imported hoggin, and carriageway con- 
struction generally consists of hardcore 
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greater than that from similar linings on 
the ceiling of the top floor of a building. 
For this reason common staircases had 
been excluded from the operation of the 
byelaw. 

Industrial buildings, the Ministry 
stated, were so different in design from 
blocks of flats the direct comparison was 
misleading. In a single storey industrial 
building the roof lining was the major part 
of the interior surface of the building and 
might cover a single compartment of very 
large size. In a block of flats the lining 
of any public part of the building that was 
affected by the thermal insulation byelaw 
was a very small part. 

At this meeting representatives of the 
Fire Research Station contended that in 
the majority of cases internal linings of 
external walls were already prohibited 
since the walls had to be non-combustible 
throughout. 


Question too Complex 


They argued that if any fire risk were 
presented by lining materials it should not 
be dealt with in the context of the thermal 
insulation byelaw. The question was much 
too complex. If control were found to 
be necessary it must be provided in such 
a way as not to infer that materials not 
banned for thermal insulation purposes 
could safely be used for other purposes. 

In reply to questions from the County 
Councils Association, the Ministry repre- 
sentatives said that it was not yet possible 
to say what would eventually be decided 
about control of linings or when a 
decision would be reached. A working 
party had already started preliminary work 
directed towards reviewing the require- 
ments of the model byelaws. 

If building regulations replaced byelaws, 
as was proposed in the Public Health Bill 
now before Parliament, the Minister would 
be required to appoint an advisory com- 
mittee and to consult it and all interested 
bodies on the content of building regula- 
tions. The Ministry was not convinced 
that the small part which the thermal 
insulation byelaw played in the question 
of control of linings generally justified any 
action being taken outside the general 
review and the drafting of building 
regulations.

TEES-SIDE MARSHALLING YARDS 
Main Contracts Let 


WIvE large contracts recently placed 
by British Railways North Eastern 
Region cover the major part of the 
technical equipment to be installed in 
the new mechanised marshalling yards 
now taking shape at Newport near 
Middlesbrough. 

The two largest contracts, awarded to 
Westinghouse Brake and Signal Co., Ltd., 
are for signalling and control equipment 
inside the yard and on the main lines in 
the area. Under the first contract 30 miles 
of running lines in the area, now operated 
by four old-type signal boxes, are to be 
remotely controlled from a switch console 
housed in one of the yards’ two control 
towers. The console operator will be able 
to set 315 separate routes and control] 106 
signals and 131 power-driven points. 

The second contract is for the complex 
signalling apparatus required for con- 
trolling shunting operations within the 
yards from the control towers. The 
switching of points for the wagons rolling 


from the raised “humps” into the various 
sidings will be governed by a push-button 
control panel allowing fully automatic 
operation, Wheel-grip retarders for slowing 
down the rolling wagons will be auto- 
matically controlled to vary pressure 
according to weight, running speed, 
curvature of sidings, and distance each 
wagon is required to roll. Radar will be 
used to measure wagon speeds. 

Two further contracts have been 
awarded to British Insulated Callender’s 
Cables, Ltd. One is for yard floodlighting, 
consisting of 11 150ft. lighting towers 
together with the equipping and com- 
missioning of three major substations. The 
other is for signalling cables; altogether 
43 miles of multi-core cables and 16 miles 
of double-core power cables are to be 
provided. 

The remaining contract, awarded to the 
Tarmac Group, is for construction of the 
two control towers.

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PAINTING OF GRID TOWERS 


Experiments by Power Board 


MHE Central Electricity Generating 
Board have been experimenting to 
find out whether the high voltage 
transmission towers of the Grid and 
Supergrid might be specially painted to 
help them blend into the countryside. 
The Board enlisted the services of Mr. 
James Gardner, C.B.E., R.D.I., the indus- 
trial designer who was chief development 
officer of the Army School of Camouflage 
during the last’ war. Mr. Michael 
Shepheard, the Board’s architect, was 
responsible for co-ordinating the work, 

Four 85ft. high towers on the 132,000-V 
line between Oxford and Watford in the 
neighbourhood of Rickmansworth and 
Chenies were selected for treatment. They 
were chosen for the differing characters 
of their backgrounds against woods and 
hillsides, scrub and arable land. Painting 
was completed last March so that the 
results could be studied in a winter setting 
and later on when the trees and vegetation 
were in full leaf. 

A different experiment was tried on each 
tower. One was an all-over painting in 
dark bronze green. Another was painted 
similarly for the first 40ft. of its height 
and the remainder of the tower treated in 
irregular patches of pink and blue. A third 
was painted in all-over irregular patterns 
of black, bronze green and pink. A matt 
paint was used throughout to avoid light 
reflection. 

Both Sir Christopher Hinton, chairman 
of the Generating Board, and Sir William 
Holford, a member of the Board, went 
down personally to study the results. 


Major Difficulty 


As had been foreseen, the major difti- 
culty, particularly in the case of the towers 
which had been painted with a disruptive 
pattern, was that changing conditions of 
light and weather affected any attempt 
at all-out camouflage. A tower which was 
lost to view on an overcast day or beneath 
broken clouds showed up most markedly 
under a strong sun. The changing seasonal 
colours of the background had an equally 
important effect. To achieve even partial

success, each individual tower would have 
to be treated as a special subject, and even 
then the constantly changing viewpoints 
from which the towers were normally seen 
presented a further problem. 

The tower painted black and green at 
the bottom with light blue and pink above 
to merge with the sky was almost invisible 
from half a mile away in one direction but 
was conspicuous from another. A similar 
treatment for a second tower, which stood 
out if viewed against the light green back- 
ground of the trees nearby, proved a 
perfect match with the dark woods when 
the viewpoint was changed by a quarter 
of a mile. 

Broad Conclusions 


The broad conclusions drawn from these 
experiments were that the benefits to be 
obtained from the only practical forms of 
camouflage were, in fact, marginal due to 
the varying conditions of light, viewpoint 
and seasonal background. In many cases 
a weathered and rusty tower was better 
than a painted one. 

For the majority of conditions weathered 
galvanised steel was still thought to be 
best, and when repainting becomes neces- 
sary an aluminium paint should be used. 
Against special sky backgrounds in flat 
country, or where seascapes were involved, 
a pale matt blue might be used. For 
heavy woodland and open moorland the 
dark bronze green was preferred. In well 
timbered country the natural break-up of 
rust against weathered galvanising seemed 
as acceptable as any form of painting. 


Best Recommendation 


The best general recommendation would 
seem to be to leave towers in their natural 
steel-grey colour and, when repainting 
becomes necessary, to use the British 
Standard dark bronze green which was 
recommended in the annual report of the 


Council for the Preservation of Rural 
England for 1958. 

Nevertheless, is it likely that the 
Generating Board will undertake further 


experiments on new transmission lines, 
particularly in areas of high amenity value.

ROAD WIDENER 


NUMBER of new principles are 
4\ incorporated in a road widener, 
the Model SJ-50, developed by Barber-

JRODUCTION of a new double 
barrelled geared winch, which has
